Fw 
itliis people, if arty under heaven, may bold- 
ly glory of the Antiquity aad Noblefs ot 
their Defcent. There being no Nation can 
prove its Pedegree by fuch clear and Au- 
thentique Heraldry as the Jews. For though 
a' ridiciulous Vanity h^th tempted fome to 
sdatc their Original before that of the wprldy 
iatid others with great affurance have _ made 
^tliemfelves fpi-ung ftom their own Sod 5, yet 
the fejbAby an unqueftionable Difplay through 
att 4riods fmcethe Greaticin, can prove their 

Defcent fiidm* «i<i firft ^an; So that all other 

B; Nations 
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Nations muft have recourfe to the Jewifti Re- 
cords,to dear their Genealogies, and atteft their 
Linage. 

And indeed their Progeny would be (iif-i 
ficiently renowned if it were derived nolMgh- 
erthaawhither their prefent Appellation cfoth 
entitle themo For the Jews have their Name 
from fuclah (Jacob's fourth fbn by his wife 
Leah) who notwithftanding the degeneracy 
of his Defcendents^ was a Prince oFa brave 
Nature and great Eloquence. An Effay of the 
former we finde in his endeavour to have 
iaved his brother JofepA 5 and it ^was a feir 
intimation of the later, that he was chofen 
Orator to his Brethren. Over whom he ob- 
tain'd a Soveraignty, and from whole Loins 
many Princes, Generals, States-men and Pro- 
phetsiiave defcended. And what fe yec-niore 
remarlcable, to Judai was made the famous 
Promife , that the Scepter Jfjould not depart 
from his Tribe^ tjor a Law-giver from between 
his feet^ jiKtil S\\\\o\x came. Though lam 
not ignorant how it is the Opinion of fomc 
learned men, that the continuance of the Seep- 
ter , or Soveraign Power, was not Co fix;ed 
in 'jnday$ family, as to exclude all the reft. 
For at l^aft after the Captivity, there were 
feveral of the other Tribes who attain d to 
Kmgly Honour among th^-Jews. And there^, 
fore they underftand >c^iV prediaion of ^he 
whole Hebrew Nation ^ which he foiefiw in 

pro* 
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procefi of tirtie would derive thdr Name 
from Judahh and that they (hould never to- 
tally loofe the vifiblc Being of a Kingdom or 
Common* Wealth, or all form of Government 
among themlelves, until the coming of shi^ 
lohy or theManifeftation of MeJJiah in the fllefti. 
And we find the truth hereof abundantly at- 
tefted by the events For notwithftanding that 
the form and ftate of the Jewifh Government 
Was often changed, its luftre obfcured, and its 
puiffanceand Grandeur leflend and impaired; 
Jret they Were never totally without a Scep- 
tertill they were intirely brought under the Ro- 
man yoke V which hapned about the time of 
Out Saviour s Nativity, and a little after his 
Crucifixion. When the unbelieving Jews weie 
fo altogether indaved by the Romaizs^ that 
they retained not the leaft footftep of a/ree 
State ^ but the Kingdom was utterly taken 
from them. And though this ought to be 
reckon d for a Mifery in their Fortune, yet it 
was^ no debarment in their Genealogy. For 
Affiii$ion (according to the Jeri^s own fiying) 
t^aj be a very great inconvenience^ butnodif- 
repute. 

But if from the Jetps Ancejiry we look in- 
to their Primitive Religion^ they Will be found 
tte be rlo lefs happy in this , than honourable 
ih the other. For it immediately (as all true 
Religidn^ had God for its Author, and was 
attefted % fuch nUiftelfdus arid apparcht Mi-

racks 5. as made its trath unqueftionablc, and 
the people ( to whom it was firft revealed ) 
formidable , among all to whom the know- 
ledge thereof did arrive. And though for ma- 
ny years tfie jfeir/ have been moft vile adulte- 
rers of that Religion which was delivered 
them in greateft purity, yet it muft needs be 
reckon d for no ordinary priviledge of the 
Behrcxv Nation^ to have received the firji Rer 
ligion of ike Worlds and that too immedi- 
ately from the Almighty^ and comprifed in a 
Breviary of Te// ^^r5/, containing an exaft Mo- 
del of Holinefs and Vertue, and more true Wi(^ 
dom than all theVohimes that ever fince have 
been Compiled by m^ai humane induftry andin- 
ventiofj. 

And together with this excellent Religion 
( which they have ib foully depraved ) they 
received other Vrivikdges of no inferiour 
concernment ; for not only the Adoption , 
Ciwenants and Tromifes did firft belong un- 
to the Jews , but al(b from their Fathers , a$ 
concerning the fieJI,K Meifiah cante. And whea 
we have clornd their, prefent infidelity with 
the moft aggravating Circumftances, yet we 
mi^ft confefs our (elves beholden to them for 
the prcfervation of that ineftimablc Jewels, 
rhe knowledge of the one true Gody whea 
the reft of mankind was involved in the 
bdief and adoration of many falfe Deities. 

To the Jews likewife we ftand obliged for 

the 
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the Original Hiftory of the Creation, and that 
with jndubitable integrity they have deli ve- 
ered to us the infallible Memoires of all tho(e 
Ipaflages which hapned before and after the 
^r;^ Deluge. Of which the faint ghmpfcs, retained 
I by other Nations, were wrapt up in Stories Co 
%notorioujly jahnlous, that they were fitter to 
;(: evidence the vanity of the Pagan Rhapfodies, 
i than to confirm a Truth of *fo great an fmpor- 
<| tance. Now feeing that thev have been the cha- 
; nel of fo many benefits to the reft of Mankind, 
■ they ought to be the matter of our thankful 
Reflexion, and not of our obloquy and re- 
proach. 

Nor have we been lefs benefited by their de- 
plorable miferies^ than matchlefs priviledges i 
feeing that their fallw2i$ our rife ^ and their 
(diminution our riches, hut if the cutting oJT 
^theJejPs (the natural branches in St. Paul) 
pas the occafion that the Gentiles, like Ciens 
^ere grafted in their place 5 and becaufe of 
|heir pride, contumacy and unbelief God hath 
fealt thus foverely with them, we ought not 
therefore to infult over their Infidelity , but 
. paften their Conversion ^ not to triumph in 
t^^xx down-fall, but to labour their rejiaura- 
pon. Being afcertain'd, that if they abandon 
|heir obflinacy and unbelief; Cod will revoke 
Mieir Rejeftipn, and receive them again into 
*^vour. And if we may relie upon St. Paufs 
Seventh to the Romans, the faU o£ thQ Jews 
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ought to make us careful of our own fia»dm^ 

and alio to endeavor their recovery, which 

later Chriftians pretend both to hope apdder, 

fire. - And to this end I ever labour'd to ma^ 

nage that converfation , which ^r fevera^ 

ye^rs 1 held with the Jejps in Barhary , who 

are the lubjeft of the enfuing Remarks. In 

which I have taken care for nothing, but to 

prove mv felf a faithful Reporter of matter o£ 

Faft , without ufing any other Art to pleafe 

either the Severe of Gurious, but plainnefs 

aad Truth. 
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?n^he prefect Condition of jhe Jews in Bar- 
» bary i their Places of Refidence^ Fro* 

feffion^ Apparel^ Stature and Com* 

plexion-, &c. 
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Hen I looked into the great number 
^ f " Barbary , and (aw how 
they were lorded over by the im- 
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perious and haughty Moory I could 

tiotbut refent their Condition, and with their 

Deliverance from that direful imprecation. His 

^h load he vpon m and our Children. One cSedfc 

;|whercof may be feen in their pre(ent Con- 

Idition under the Morefco Government 5 which 

lis no other then a better fort of flavery. . For U 

|even in tho(e places where they have permit ^ 

ffion to inhabit, they are not only Tributary, 

;^ut upon every (mall di(guft,in danger of Ejeft- 

|ment, Infomuch that they cannot promife 

\io themfelves either any durable Settlement or 

Insecurity. Indeed their calmeft ftate is ftifBci- 

^|ently ftormy ; and when they feem to enjoy 

}|the greateft peace, they are vilely Heftor'd by 

Ithe Moorsy againft whom they dare not move 

finger, or wag a tongue in their owiv defence 
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and vindication ; but with a Stoical patience 
fiipport all the Injuries aiid Contumelies to 
which they are dayly expofed. For in the 
midft of the greatell abufes, you (hall never fee 
a Jem with an angry countenance , or ap- 
pearing concera'd ^j which cannot be imputed 
to any Heroick Temper in this People^ but 
rather to their cuftomary fufferiag , being 
born and Educated in this kind of flavery. 
By reafon whereof^ they were nevef acquain- 
ted with the fentimcnts of an ingenuous and 
iTianly Ufage. It is very common with the 
Afofefco'hoys to rally together, and by 'way 
of paftime and divertiiement, to beat the Jew- 
ifti Children; which later, though they (hould 
far exceed the former in numbers and age, yet 
dare not give them the leaft reliftance or oppo- 
lition. 

The Moors permit not the Jenos the pofleffioa 
of any warlike Wen pons, unlefs in point of 
Trade. And herein they do nbtfo much re- 
ftrain , as gratifie their (iifpolitioa ; f )r they 
feem generally inclined to a great aver(enefi 
to every thing that is Military : being as de- 
ftitnte of true Courage, as good Naturf . Nor 
doth this their cowardly humour at all render 
them tiaiit for the Mufters of their expefted 
Mejfiah: for though they believe that his ap- 
pearance (hall be V/arhke, and that he ihall 
lead all their Enemies Captive, and triujnph 
in the Spoils of Efau^^ yet they imagine there 

(hall 




iall be filch ^ general fiirrender of t^ie Edo* 
%»$ites^ that there will need no Valourby dint 
^ Sword to^fiibdue them : and that this (ub- 
^ittingthemfeiyestohis tod^ (hall be an infal- 
lible Teftimony of the truth of his coming. 
Th^JexcsixiBarhary generally decUnehving 
^n the Country,not out of any dillike of a ru- 
%al Converfation,but becauie it doth not yield 
Jfufficient opportunities and (afety for Traf- 
Ifique. For this being their general Profeffion, 
i^hey can with more convenience and advan- 
ftage manage it (as we (ay) in good Towns: 
: lAnd in the(e they live in a heap, (eldom ( or 
I not at all, if it be in their power to avoid it) 
J -'mingling with the Moors. And the Apart- 
Anient of the Town where they have permi(^ 
^on to inhabit, is from them Called the Ju- 
lidcria^ or Jhry^. which in (bme places in^^r- 
Mk^ry is to contrived, that the Moors can lock 
I it up at night, 

I Merchandize is their common Profeflion, 
I wherein they are notoriouily dextrous and 
I thriving. And as their Dexterity may be im- 
Iputed to their continual praftice in Trade, 
|fb their Thriving therein to their FrugaUty 
|in living. For lx)th in Diet and Clothes, they 
|(eem to defign nothing but Suftenance and Co- 
|vering. And in this plain and firugal way of 
I living, they greatly (ymbolize with the Moors^ 
who (aslhayeoblerved in another Di(courfe) 
take no care for {umptftoufne(s or delicacy. 

When 
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When 'tis iaid th^t Merch^di:^e bthe jf«rj 
general Profeflion in BarUry:, it is not to ex** 
elude their dirling Brokage and t/yiry ^ in which 
they are very lerviceable both to Chrijit^ 
ans ^nA Moors. And indeed the fetter do (el* 
4ome ufe them for any other purpofes/ unlefi 
in (ending them upon hazardous Meffages, ot 
to Golleft their Maritime Impofts, in which 
they know them to be morccxafting than any 
clie they can imploy* 

Tis true,the Moors entertain but a vtry mean 
cfteem of this peopIe,being taught by Tradition, 
which age hath made Authentique^ that they 
are an anomalous ijfue^ and not like other men 
defcended from Ad^m 5 and that the end of 
their Being was to (erve the Mnfulmin : which 
Opinion the Jews lufficiently deride, and give 
it no other confutation, but the citing of 0^^- 
, diab ^ which Prophefie they wholly apply to 
their Condition , upon the coming of their 
Mejjiah: vth^Xi all Edom^ that is, all Mankind 
who are not of their Religion, (hall become 
their Hewers of Wood , and Drawers of Wa- 
ter. ^ 

The next thing tvhich Ipromifedto remark 
concerning the Jews, is their Apparel, in which 
thofe who have been born and bred up in 
Barbary, differ little from the Moors. Forfirft^ 
they wear little black brimlefs Caps , as the 
Moorst^d 5 which they (eldom move in greet- 
ing one another. They likewife, as the Moors^ 



;aflip(feo4/ an4 wear Imnca Drawers 'and 
reft, over whkh they pOt a I0O& Garment, 
XlQd^Qan^ph^ which differs only in colour 
om th^ M^^diliQi^', ox Alhornof,, which ^ die 
Soor^ beftow upon the Chriftians when they 
TG redeemed fiom flav^'. TThis GauMphe\s^ 
jft<jk fquare piece of courfe Hair-ftufF,do(ed at 
Ihe crofi corners, and all; round it is a lar^ 
ifhrum, which sit firitfight looks like their R,e- 
iligiipu§ Fringes^ wheregf we Ihall have occafioa 
in due time and place to difcourfe. 

The Jews m tKxs Continent much refemble 
le Spaniard and rortnguez. in their Stature 
^d Complexion , but arc much different in 
itheir nature and difpofition, as being more 
^ilexible and fequacious , elpecially in things 
Ivhereby they may reap advantage. In pc^nt 
|Df Civil Government, they indifferently (ubmk 
^o any that is able to iecure their Intereft^ and 
5|boggleat no fervile obey (ance that may be con- 
^ducive to their worldly ends. They ape not 
" eremptory in intitling themfelves to anypecn- 
iar Tribes, yet they generally believe that they 
[are the remains of Judahimd, Benjamin, toge- 
.^^her with a few among them of the Family 
|pf Levi : whom they conceive to be won- 
IderfuUy preferved , that they might not be 
J^ldeflitute of competent perfons to officiate in the 
H Synagogues. 

M Tl^Bre are JJOt any to be found among them ^ 
^who publickly own the Samaritan Schifm, in 
^ re jetting 
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rejcfting all books of Scripture, but the Peft- 
tateuch of Mofes. Of which Seft there were 
fome not long fince (faith a great Traveller) 
who worlhipta Calf at Sichem , or Ne^pol^. 
Nor are there any to be met with who adhere 
to the Old Bible, without Talmud-Tradithhs. 
There are likewi(e none among them who 
are known by the peculiar Denomination of 
any Seft, fiich as were the Ajfideatis, Phari- 
fees, S adduces, Ejjenes , or GaulouiU of old. 
For however their private judgments may 
dilpofe them, yet they are careful to preferve 
an outward Unanimity in their llelif<i(;n •■, and 
are fignally vigilant to avoid DiviKons, as 
looking upon thofe among Chiiltian Profef- 
fors, to be an Argument againft the truth of the 
things they profeft. And that the differences 
in matters of Religion, which are Co ofFeniive- 
ly vifible among Chriftians, may be reckon d 
for one impediment of the Jews ConvcrfionjWe 

may in another place have occafion to demon- 
fbrate.

//^^ of ( fc great a Depopum) their Creed, 
caufed it to be enfiired in ii?riting 5 and in this 
tbnditioti it tibw remains . But Rabbi iofepb 
Albo^ another spanijb Jew^ and a moft viili^ 
lent blafphemer and indefatigable impugner 
of Chrifiianitj, n6t being' content with ^e;?- 
Maimon% divifion of the JewiJIi Creed into 
thiitefen Articles, reducedfthem to three 
dnd called his Antichriftian Expofition there- 
of , by Jliaimons Title , Sepher tk^drim 5 
v^hich he writ 321 years after the others 
death. 

' Now becaufe this Creed is the fum. of the 
pHJeni J6daifm ^ we will here infert it 
with the common and received fehfe and 
tiieaniilg df every Article.

The good Angels (they 
(ay ) are imployed in Meflages of Com- 
fort V»'W'cre thofe who brought Abraham 
the glad- Tydings of his Wives Conception 
andtimeof Chadbitth. Other Angels (they 
hold) ate fentupon Ehlands of Deftiruiaion^ 
and they comnionly pl^acethe inftancein thofe 
who came to Sodvm. They like wife opine 
that there is another rank of Angels , to 
whom is committed 'the ptfoteiftion and fafe- 
guard of particular perfons^ and they give 
an example in the An^el which appeared 
with the three Children in the Babylbnian 
Furnace. 

But befidt thefe mdre general Objefts of 
the AngBis^rroploymenr, the jfewj allot two -^ 
of them lo every individual perfon of their 
ownNatiodi Whereof one is a gdcfd Angel, 
andftattds'attherightvhbrid of evte^y Jem, 
to regiftar 4ii«fgG6d Ajftipaf, andtoftt^bwa 
the paiiicul;^ Wherritt-fffeMdth well.'

Next to Angels they place rational Souls, 
to which they aflign a fourfold State. The ^ 
firft is that in which they were created. For / 
they are fttongly of opinion that all Ratio- 
nal Souls were created at once, and placed in 
a certain Region, whence, as out of a com- 
mon Store-houfe, the feveral bodies in their 
proper times are furnithed, as they are ready 
to receive them. And if the Souls offend 
in this State, their puniftiment is to be lent 
into infirm and unhealthy Bodies. And this 
pre-exiftence of Souls they chiefly found in 

Ecclef. 4. 3. , p • 

Thefecond State of the Soul is that of its 
Conjunftion with the Body , which they 
efteem no better than an Imprifonment,where- 
in it lives as a Bird in a Cage, and where it 
contraftsthat pollution which is afterward to 
becleanfed in Purgatory. 

The third State of the Soul is that of its Se- 
paration from the Body, wherein it continues 
until the final Sentence, and is happy or o- 
thcrwife according to what it has done m the 
body. And when at the Refurreftion the 
Souls are again united to their Bodies, then 
they enter into their fourth and laft State, 
which is; as.duiable as Eternity. 

Their next fmgulatity of Opinion refjieas 
the Lawiof Nature, which alone they affirm 
to be obligatory of all ; Mankind. And to 
thofe who oblerve this :Uw, they promjfc 
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the fForld to come^ which (in the phrafe of the 
prcfentjFea?/) i% z\\ ant "mxhEternd life. Bul 
when the jf^m/graat this hope to all Maakindl 
yet they referve a peculiar piiviiedge to them, 
lelves, to whom alone God gave the Law 0^ 
Mofes ; to whofe due oWervers there belongs ; 
greater Glory & HHppinefs than to any other. 

There are Ibme who have imagined that! 
thisOpinioa oithtjews concerning the um-l 
vcrftl poffibiUty of being laved by the Law! 
doth favour their finicy, who inaititain anin- 
differency in the cittef nal profeffion of Religi- 
on, and that a man without (caudal may joyn! 
himfelf to the Worfiip rf the place he refldes 
in. And this Opinion was by (bme Beaux £• 
fprits of France zealoufly promoted, till it re- 
ceived a Learned Gonfutation by Sieur Atofts\ 
Amyraldm^ a l^xtcTrofeJfor in Saumnr. \ 

But the practice of the *jetps in Barhary fets j 
them far diftant to any fuch conceit, there! 
being no people tinder Heaven more averfel 
to communicate in the Rites of other Nations 
tlian they. And if they coold have been r^ 
conciledto the opinion^of f ndifferency^aftd ac- 
commodated thdinfclves to the Religion of I 
the Places and Countries where thejr came to 
refide, the Jews might have obviated many 
exiles and penalties to which a contrary ex- 
trcam hath fo long and often e»pofed them. 

And yet it cafnnot be denyed but^t therfc 
^ are feveral Jem who maketire of a (oftidalorfs 

com^ 



tomplyance ii^ this particular. Of which fort 
ire many of thafe who coming within the 
-ognizance and power of the Papal Inquifi*- 
^ion can joyn themfelves to a Crucifix and 
l,o6ry, as well as to the Zizith and TephiU 
tm.

iGanephe, and of ifie Fryers became prog- 
Igingjf^a?/. Another jfea? (of my acquaintance, 
[who for about five years had Studied Phy^ 
Ifick at Saragoz^a in Spaing being afced how 
he could comply with the Religion, he raer- 
Irily made this reply, That his complyance n^ 
\only the WQr\ of his Uervef an4 Mufcles^ 4n4 
\that his 4n(Aomy told him nothing of the 
\heaxt tpa$ therein com^erned. Another Jew 
who in Jklalaga counterfeited Chriftianity Id 
wellas tobeiatrtiftcd with the. Sak of lodyl^ 
gences, having made a good Market thereof 
in Spain^ c^c with what he had left tp a 
LChrifti^ City \n Barbary^wh^x^ his lo^ul- 
Ujcftcw b^ing aU bjwgte up b^y the Irifi an^ 
»^ - ^ - others 
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others of the Papal perfwafipn, he decldu 
his Religion. The Papifts ^lio had bougL 
his Indulgences impeach him to the Covert 
not for a Cheai^ and clamour to have him pj 
niftit according to demerit. The Jew pleai' 
cd the Laws of the free Port, that he had 
neither imported nor fold any thing but hi 
profeffed Merchandife, and therefore vdefiri 
(and obtained) the Liberty and PriViledges 
fi!ch as trafficked to that Port^ I report n( 
thing but matter of perfonal knowledge. 

That there are many (ufch Temporizini 
Jei^s, efpeciajly m'^jpi/Wand^ havi 

been affured &ojjt their own mouths ; ana, 
what is niore obfervable, foftic have Ventured 
to affirm that* ther6 want not Jews among the 
very - Judges of the Inquifition 5 which m^ 
be one reafon why of latfe to few are conviq 
t)f Jttdaifm by that dreadful Tribunal. Bid 
what kindnefi (bever thefe Temporizers may 
beaf* to the Dofiirrine of IndifFerency, L^ani 
fore the BarbaYy-Jews bear it an irreconcile^ 
able enmity : for they are fo far from com- 
plying with other Religions, that they wiB 
not fo much as eat of the meat which is dtefe'd 
by one erf a differing perfwafion 5 nor drirtk ift 
thefame Cup afteraGhriftianor Moor, till it 
be wa(ht.

jliafele,fc6nc]fude that tfie moft vigilant and wary 
Umbng them cannot live without contrading 
ffjitti^ftAiTi^dirid ;ppHution, which muft be cleans 
fed ^rc th^y cdjt dnter that place of reft, where- 
pf they efteem the Holy of Holies to have been 
Uflgure. But left the doing away of this pollu- 
tidii (hould by any means be thought a work of 
theHolyGhoft,whom by way of Deri (ion they 
caUthe Ghrtftians S anSifier ^ih^y have refolved 
upon a Purgatory for this purpofe. Whereinall 
the Relicks of Uncleanncfs, which Repentance 
Ijad left uncleanied, are to be done away. 

How the jf^n?/ Purgatory differs from that 
I of F/rgz/, Civet 0^ and ?Uto^ it will not be 
Worth our travail to fetdown. Yet I can- 
not but obferve that they fpeak herein much 
after the manner of thole Platonifts, wlio afl 
figned a puniflbment to every fin, yet held 
that all (uch punilhments, whetlier now or 
hereafter, did only tend to purge the SouL 
from her Enormities, s. Aug.Civitat. Dei^ lib. 
\2i\ cap. 15. Neither would it more avail 
our- prefent put pole to coimpjlre the Jewilh 
with the Piapal Purgatory 5 which how much 
foevet they miy differ in other Circumltan- 
ee^ , do fufficieritly hatriioni^e in vain and 
[ gwundlefi extrav&ganciej. The Papifts, 'tis 
true, have tatieh'dilputed the place of their 
Purgatory'; and were not relblved therein 
tifl Saint jKi#Wr4(^ain*d the Key andopcn'd 
the ilecfcftliblev ^ -Biat thfe Jtws without con- 
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troverting the icituation thereof, unanimoufly 
agree^ except a few that place it in tranCni- 
gration of Souls, that it is in Hell. From 
whence they can never be deliver d but by 
the power of the Kaddifch : wWch is a Pray- 
er that being for the fpaceof a year repeated 
once a day, by feme furvivjng Relation oi the 
party in Purgatory, is able thence to deliver 
him. And therefore if the dying perfon leave 
any behind who will be fo courteous as to 
repeat the Kaddifch^ he need ^ot fear that 
the pains of Purgatory ftiall endure above a 
year. And indeed the jfew/ generally hold 
that there (hall none of them ftay above 
tv/elve months under this purgation, though 
they have dyed never lb impenitent or de- 
void of Remorfe : and that they (hall not 
tarry there above (even daycs, if at their De- 
ceale they were penitent and (prrowful for 
what they had done. 

Now if any ones Sins are (b great and many, 
Jf that a years Purgatory will not atone them, 
then the Soul is to return into a Body to fi- 
ni(h the Penance. And to fupport this Opi* 
nion, thele Jews hold a tranlmigration of the 
Soul from one body to another, but without 
changing of the Species or the Jewi(b Nati- 
on. And by this tranfmigratioa (they hold)^ 
that the Soul (hall latis6e in the iecond bod^ 
what it had done ami($ la the firfl^ aq4 ^ 
fucceffively till it come to the %eiieth: Vf^^

it is fure of a Sabbath, and refts from its pe- 
n ance and (atisfaftion. And if the Soul in all 
the (even bodies has find more than it has fa- 
tisfied fori y^t having fufFerd what was ap- 
j^nted, God (they (ay) in mercy gives it a 
releafe. But the portion of bli(s allotted to 
this incompleat penance, is far le(s than that 
of the Soul which has made entire (atisfafti-* 
on. And they (b greatly magnify the pem^ 
fent^ that they think him of greater value than 
ofie who never fin'd : and that one day (pent 
therein is more worth than Eternity. But 
a man would think the Jews needed not 
load Repentance with (uch great Enco- 
miums , (eeing that the future blifs may be 
slttain'd for thirteen Moons durance in Pur- 
^tory. 

To the expiation of tho(e faults whereby 
the neighbour is injured, the repentance of 
the offender and compa(rion of the offended 
is ftridly required by the Jewi{h Cafuifts. 

Thtjetps'xti Barbarjf entertain no thoughts 
rf Merit in 3l papal fertfe^ but fmile to hear 
aiiy (hould be^ (b vain as to imagine they can 
<te more than the Law reauires. They hold 
that all rfevrtird proceeds from Divine Bonn- 
tj^, and that obedience is the only thing 
febbcdupon in mans (crvice 5 and that eve- 
ryone (hall receive according to their ob(e- 
qWottfeefi totheLaw. But that we may not 
ifnagitie the 3^ir/ to de(ign the Chri(ttart any 
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k'wdaels by this .Poftrine, we muft obfervc 
that, all hope iand promife oi future Reward 
ys^\ cqnlined to themfelves , and that to thofe 
who aie not of their Religion they allow 
nothing but a total perdition of. their Be- 

Both the Jen>s and Moors are of Opinion 
that the inf^rfial Torments (hall have an End : 
ami that the fahi Angels after many year^ 
of puniflirnent (hall be received to mercy/ 
Which (faith ^/. Aug. Civit.Dei^Uk 2i. cap, 
ij,) was the judgment of (bme tender hearts 
airc^ng the Old Chiiftians : and gives the Ex- 
ample in Origen^ whom for his Circumvolu* 
tioa and Rotation of hlifs and mifery the 
Church did Excommunicate. And to cangr 
tliis remark a little further, fome of the Ma* 
Iters are of opinion, that when God, after the 
Refurrcdion, (hall take accounts, of mensa- 
dtions, he will not to magnifiehis j?£?»?er an^i 
JHJhce condemn any one to qadlefi tortures, 
but that it is more agreable to Gods nature 
and the dayly expreilcs of his Providence to 
five all. And notwithftanding they place 
the pnnifhment of the Chriftians in a (<Mrt of 
Annihilation, yet to any of their own Na- 
tion they hold no other mifery (hall remain 
after, the lalt Judgment, but a Icffer meirfure of 
Happinels. 

As to what relates to the Conlafnmatioa 
of the World, the ^ews do not place it in a 

confufed 
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ioSfilfed bieftni^ibn of its prefent order and 
beauty, but in its reflauration to that purity 
aird perfeftion, which (lay'they) it poflelled 
at the Creation. And that every part of this 
loM^er World (hall attain that perfection, 
wlrereunto it was at firft defigned ; and that 
feeing he is the incxhauftible Fountain of 
all Goodnefs*, that God will at laft inveft 
the' Creatures with happinefs according to 
their Capacities, 

And though in lelFer matters, opinions bf 
no ordinary extravagancie may be better in- 
dured, yet it is hainous to fee them fo loofe 
in their judgment concerning that Uniycrril 
Anicle, The Refurre&ion of the Bcdy-y which 
they will not permit to go beyond their own 
Tribes 5 for they plainly affirm that noriJ 
(hall tie capable of the Refurrecfion, whocfo? 
not die in the Cbmmunion of the Synagogtie; 
And tliat this^may not be thought the fen ti- 
mebt only of the le(s cultivated jfen?/ in/l?^r- 
hary^ we find it to be the ^eni^f al pofition of 
their Matters: Whoa(firm Aat there are fbtir 
priviledges (b f>eculiar to the Hebrews^ that, 
BO other Nation* can thereof communicate. 
And thefeare th^ Land of eanaarr^ the Law 
of ifefo/ei*, the Gift of Prophefie^ and the Kc- 
fwtfeStion. And that this lafk might not be 
looked upon as a meer T'^/w^^-fancy, they* 
deny the Refurreftion to all but i hem(elves,\ip-

But while they utterly expunge out of thdir 
Creed the RefurreQion of other Nations^ it 
were well if they agreed concerning theit 
ownRifiug. For (bmeof their Mafters have 
exprclly held that both the bodies and fouls 
of wicked Jcnos (hall be totally annihilate , 
and that the Refurreaion (hall only be of (uch 
Jews 3LS have lived godly. Some again hold 
that all the Jetps (hall riie again, but to dif- 
ferent Conditions ^ for the perfeBly jnji up- 
on their Refiirredion (hall be in(lated in an 
vndefeifible happinels: next, thofethat have 
died in utter impenitence (hall according to 
ibme of their Rabhins , ri(e to be cruciated 
in Gehenna : and a middle (brt JDetween both 
thefe (hall at the Refurreftioti for twelve 
months fpace be punifbed irt Hell. But to 
fpeaktruly,the(e are the private opinions on- 
ly of their Mafters 5 for the Common people 
plainly acquidce in the literal fenfe of the thir- 
teenth Article of their Creed. : 

^fore we difmi($ this Chapter, it may not 
be incongruous to ob(erve that the Jems in 
Barhary much dote upon the judgment of 
Rahbi Solomon Jarchi^ who held that ifiaels 
^ Command to Jofeph to carry hi5 bones into 
Canaan was not only becaufe he forefaw that 
the duft of Egypt (hould be turned to Lice;) 
or for fear th^t.the EgypiianA fliould idolire 
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his Carksisr but becaufe that thof^ who 
arc buried out of Caman (hould, have a 
very tronblefom Refurrcaion.

through the Earth, which thofe mu(t under- 
go, whofe hard lot it is to be buried out ot 
the Holy Land. But to avoid this mcopve- 
nience, as many of them as are able, endea- 
vour to return to Palefiine when they grow 
old, that they may have an eafie and com- 
pendious Refurreaion. And upon this ac- 
count the Jews in Barbary iniagine their con- 
dition to be much happier than thofe m

The Marriagc-Feaft begins next morning 
after the Marriage, and lafts preci(ely eight 
daies. During which time the Bridegroom 
ftirs not abroad, but the Neighbours come 
and pray v/ith him at his own houfe; nor doth 
he for the fame (pace any further accompany 
with his Bride than at meal-time. Eight daies 
by a New LetfiticMs being allowed her for 
Purification after Marriage. And the Sub- 
bath which happens in this time they keep 
with more than ordinary feftivity and mirth, 
becaufe fomewhere in Scripture (they fay) 
thae the. Sabbath is called a Bride. 

E 2 In 
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III {c>mc places, we are told, that the young 
Men who wait upon the Bridegroom at the 
hearing of the Hufband giving the Mijjd 
Toh^ or wifhing happine(s to his Wife, break 
certain fniall Earthen pots which fcfr- that 
purpofethey hold in their hands. And there- 
by fi.^nilie their good wifties of profperity 
and health to the new-marricil couple-- -Ajs 
for the Ctiftom of the young Mens keeping 
the Bridegroom Company for the eight daUs 
that he keeps within-doors, they found it 
upon the Story oiSampfoNS Wedding, J$i4gQs 
14. 2. They alio have an odd Cuftom, 
whereby the New -Married during their eight 
dales feparation, are obliged to (end girdles 
(a very myfterious utendl among all thf^*jews) 
one to the other. That which the Wife iends 
has a Silver-buckle, but that which he returns 
has a buckle of Gold. 

The Jews in Barbary ufually keep their 
Summer- Vlarriages in Bowers and Arbors ^ 
which refemble, and perhaps are in ftead of 
the chuppg Canopy or Covering (aid to b^ 
in u!c' among the Jews of other Countricsl 
And the Guefts at the firft entrance of thefc 
Bowers {ay, Baruch HMa^ blejjcdis be that 
comet h'^ which they apply to the Bridegroom 
coming thither to his Bride, And to his 
coming out of the fame Chuppa they alkidc 
the 4 and 5 verfes of the Nineteenth Pfalme. 
At the Wives firft meeting of her Hufband 

ftie 
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llie walks thrice about him , becaule the 
Scripture (aith, A rvomar? fl)all compafs a man^ 
Jer* 51. 22. And the Man walks once round 
the Woman ^ but no Text is otler'd at to ra- 
tifie this Cuftom. In (bme Countries the 
Guefts bring with them handfuls of Corn, 
which they caft at the New-Marrn '\ lay- 
ing, I»crcafe and Multiply. By v\ hich they 
alfo wiftithem TcacQ and Ahto^d.wce- If *:he 
Bride be a Virgin, they give her VV^ne va a 
narrow Cup ^ if a Widow^ in a wide oae : 
for excellent reafbns, no doubt. While the 
Banquet which immediately follows the M.ji- 
ringe is preparing, the Company have ftoro 
of Hens (it before them, ready dreffed, whicfi 
when lie Couple have taftcd , the\ tcjr in 
pkxes , and devour with ftranc>e fciiiiiiti'^ 
and diK)raer : But without any other \iy- 
ftery tlian to make the New-Married pa- 
rtime. 

This Counter-fcuffle being over, the Bride- 
groom takes a raw E^g, which he cafts at ^ 
the Bride ^ intimating thereby his deljre that 
ihemay have both anealieand joyful Child- 
birth. The Marriage-day is taken up v^ith 
thefe Ceremonies, which they conclude with 
a Supper and a Dance. 

In Barbarjf the Jews admit no Chriftians 
tobeprefent at their Marriages, imlcfs fuch 
as are their slaves. And for this they quute 
Trcv. 14, 20. For they are of opinion, that 

E 3 to 
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to invite a Chriftian, or any who areqot of 
their Faith,to thefe Solemnities^is (b dilpleafing 
to the good Angels, that they force them to 
leave the Company. And thereupon thofe bad 
Angels enter^which caufe quarrelling and dif- 
orders, to the troublelbm and dangerous in- 
terruption of their Mirth ;^nd Difports. 

Now thefeare the chief of the Matrimonial 
Rites inprefcntufe withthe Jews in Barbarys 
bcifides which, there arc (cveral others of a 
Mifcellancous Nature, which for their (eldom 
praftice with thefe jfcn?/ are here omitted. 
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T^heir Opinion of Sterility : their Lilis : 
their Kites of Child hirth. 

HAving taken this (liort view of their Mar- 
riages,the method will not be unnatural, 
if in the next place we look into the fruity 
^thereof For we may conclude that Chil- 
dren are efteemed by the Jen>s no fmall blct 
fing of Wedlock, feeing that in all Ages they 
have thought the barren Womb not only to be 
a reproach hut a Cur fe^ and that to want Chil-- 
j^ dren is to be civilly dead, according to the 
^ old Jewfh Proverb,- A Mm childlefs is live- 

lefs. 



lefs. Aud indeed the Jews now, as of old, 
have fuch an high value for procreation of 
Children, thit they place it among thofe 
keys which God keeps in his own hand : 
and who therefore is faid to remember Rachel 
and open her womb, Gr//, 50. And if having 
Children be a token of Gods remembrafic, 
the Jewidi Vvomen are fcldom f)rgottcn. 
For they are (b generally fruitful, that (lie 
who proves othcrwifc is ^lid to have no Mi- 
zal\i\ the Firmament, or to have been mar- 
ried under no good PlM/et. 

And as tb.e Jcv.'ilh Women in this Coun- 
try are fruitful in Children, fo they are lau- 
dably decent in their Travails : obfcrving 
therein fuch orderly deportment as is agree- 
able to all well civilized humanity. Tis 
true, the R-ibbi»s (who too much play the 
Poets with all their Riles) have not forborn 
evea tho(e of Child-birth: but have devi- 
fcd (everal fabulous Stories and impertinent 
Rites concerning it. A fafte whereof we 
Iball here infert, for the fatisfaftion of the In- 
quifitive. 

And in the firft place the Rabb/^s have ap- 
pointed that the Father of the Family , or 
any other religious Jew in his ftead, upon 
the approach of Child-birth, (liall drav/ (e- 
veral Circles in the Chamber of the impre- 
gnate, as alio upon the doors both within and 
without, on the walls, and about the bed, 
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Infcribing every Circle with thefe words, 
Adam^^ Ckava^ chutz. Litis : that is, Ada?^, 
Eve.hcgowLiW. The meaning of which 
Conjuratioa depends upon the r^ght undcN 
franding of what is meant by Lills. Now 
the "jews are not unanimous in their account 
hereof; yet the bcft we could colled take as 
foloweth. 

When God had made Adu^, and (aw that 
it was not good for him to be alone, he crea. 
ted a Woman, and gave him her for a Wifc^ 
and fhe was called L?lis. But beiiicr no foon- 
er brought unto Ada^^i, than Qie "began to 
brawleand contend, and would not acknow- 
ledge that powerover her wherewith Adam 
was inverted. And wlren he advifed her of 
her fubjeftion , and that fiie ought to obey 
his commands 5 ilic inrultjn:Tly replyed, 'ihut 
fnbje&iofT arofe fro>}i inequality ^ art d there- 
fore could have 770 pUce between them who 
were equal by Creation. And in this pelting 
and quarrellom humour they lived fo long, 
that Lilif forefeeing little likelyhood either 
of .Its ending or amendment, (he named The 
moji Holy Name, and thereupon was imme- 
diately rapt out of Adams fight into the 
t^\ri 'J^^^''^ this fuddain departure of 
his Wife^isfaid thus to have addrefledhimfelf 
unto God. 

King of the World, the Wife which thou 
gavefl me has forfak^n me. Hereupon three 

Angels 
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Angels (Senoi^ Sanfenoi^ and Saumangeloph) 
were commanded to purlue and bring her 
back, and to threaten her with fevere pu* 
nifhments in cafe fhe refufed* The Angels 
puduing overtook her at the Sea ( wherein 
afterwards the Egyptians were drowned ) 
which then was ftormy and tempeftuous, 
ButL//*r refulcd to return,and pleaded that fhe 
vv.as not made to be liibjett to any Man,but that 
the dcfign of her Creation was to molcft and 
deftroy the M^ile-^Children for eight daies, 
and the Female for twenty after their 
Birth. 

But the AngcXs not approving her rea- 
forting, they endeavoured to force her to re- 
turn^ but perceiving in her a llireud refifc- 
ance, they agreed to difoift her, upon this 
Condition, That Jbe Jljould never hurt any 
Infafits wherever Jl)e faxo their Names writ- 
ten. And to this end, the Jetvs ufe to write 
the Angels Names in a Table or Parchment, 
and to hang them for Amulets about their 
Childrens Necks. 

As to the inlcribing of the forementiond 
Circles with Adam^ Eve^ chutz, Lilk^ they 
imply that if the Mother bring forth a boy, 
God would not give him (uch a brawling 
Wife as Litis ^ but one like Evc^ who would 
be mild and peaceable, loving and obfequi- 
ous, and fiich an one as may build his houfe 
ia Peace. But enough of this ftory* But 

the 
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the chief latent of thefe Circles is to fortife 
the Chamber appointed for the Teeming wo- 
man againft all Haggs and Goblins. 

When the great Belly finds her pangs to 
be near, (he calls fome difcreet Matron to af. 
fift her delivery 5 but (he muft be one of 
their own Religion. For nothing but in- 
ftiperable neceflxty can induce them to ad- 
mit either Chriftian or Moorifh Women to 
be at their Travails, out of a jealoufie that 
forne mifchief may befal the Child. Nor is 
this the fancy only of the fufpicious Mo- 
ther, but a ftrift prefcription of their Ma- 
fters, M^ho in no cafe but that wherein neccf- 
(ity gives a Difpenfation, will give leave that 
a ftraffge Woman (hould be Midwife to a 
daughter of Ifrad. 

When the Woman is brought to Bed, the 
joy and fcftivity is according to the fex that 
IS born. At the birth of a daughter they u!e 
but little exultation, becaufe (he cannot ftp- 
port the family^ which is extinft without 
Males. Whence they have a ftying, %t 
Family of the Mother ^ not called a Familp 
And the Hehren> word for Woman is fetcht 
from a root ^\gn\^ym% forgetfulnefs : becaufe 
the Fathers Family is forgotten in marriage of 
a daughter. 

But if the Woman be deliveted of a Boy, 
there is great joy in the Family, arid the Fa- 
ther in tcftimony thereof prefently begins 

the 
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Ithe Feaftfor his Sons Circumcifion, which is 

never deferred beyond the eighth day, unlefi 

want of health in the Child prevent it. The 

firft leven daies after the Childs Nativity 

are wholly (pent in feftival Entertainments,^ 

1 at which none can be a Gueft who has no^ 

I paft his thirteenth year. Neither muft there 

: be fewer than ten at this Feaft. Upon the 

! Eve of the Circumcifion, the Women vifit 

! their Goffip, with whom they ulually pa(s 

I the whole night in mirth and freedom ^ On 

purpofe to confole and recreate the Mother^ 

that ftie may not be over-troubled for the 

pains of her Sons Circumcifion , as alio to 

prevent thofe raifchiefs to which theyimagindT 

Childbed-women are very liable the (eventh 

night after their Delivery. 



Chap. VH. 

Of the Ritef of Circumcifion and 
FHTificstion. 

Circumcifion has fo peculiar a veneration 
^ among the prefentjfew/, that if all other 
pat to of their Religion were to be changed^this 
like Mount Sion , would ftand immoveable* 
Aad though many other Nations ( of old ) 

and 
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and at this day the whole profejjton of iMiJ 
hnmedifm^ ufe Circumcifion; yet none but! 
the Hebrews embrace it as a Sacrament. Con- 1 
cerning the figurative Circumcifion of the 
Heart, Lips and Ears (whereof the Scripture 
makes mention ) there is no confiderable 
difagreemeat among Chriftians or Jews 5 nor 
is their harmony left about the literal Cir- 
cumcififon : for both grant it to be of Di- 
vine Inftitution, and appointed both for a 
figne and (eal of the Covenant God made 
with the Jews^ as St. Paul {Rom. 4, li.) in- 
terprets Mofes (Gen. ij. 11.) But the dif- 
courfing of this point belongs not to this 
J^lace, whereby the Method we have propo* 
fed in this TreatJfe 5 the modern Rites of 
Circumcifion are plainly to be recount- 
ed. 

And in the firft place, the^ezr/of whom 
I now write, are very conformable in their 
obfervation of the time appointed for the 
celebration of Circumcifion* For where they 
enjoy the free exercife of their Religion, 
they never defer it longer than the eighth day. 
But they Circumcife indifferently at home or 
the Synagogue. Though for the greater pa- 
radc,the wealthier Jews feldom negleft to car- 
ry their children to the Synagt^ue. 

The chief Officer at Circumcifion is the 

^ Mohel^ or he that Circumcifeth , who is 

not bound to be of the Priefthood 5 for any 

has 



has liberty to Circumcife who has ik.iU there- 
in. The Rich admit none to perform this 
office upon their children^who have not been 
brcd thereunto, and long make it their Pro- 
feflion. And it is ufiial to ferve a fort of 
Apprenticeftiip to gain the Art and Credit of 
a ikilful Mohel. To this end , rhofe who 
herein intend to be Artifts , deal with the 
indigent Jews to Circumcife their Sons, gi- 
ving their Fathers money for fo doing : and 
having gaind a competent (kill and expe- 
rience, they fet up for Ciraimcifers. Who 
are eafily difcerned to be of that Profeflion 
by their Thumb-nails, which thev keep (harp 
and long, as a badee of their Calling. And 
from one of thefe Mohels I received this fol- 
lowing account of Circumcifion, according 
to the Ufe of the Synagogue in Fez^ the place 
of his Praftice and Abode. 

The time intervening between the Childs 
Birth and Circumcifion is fpent in fi*e- ^ 
quent bathing it ; which with more thaa 
ordinary Circumfpeftion is waftit at the time 
it is prefented to this Sacrament. Of which 
it is altogether incapable, if the leaft filth 
be left about it. So that if any natural Eva- 
cuation happen as it is brought to the Mo* 
hel^ or before the Prepuce' be taken away, 
he cannot proceed in his Office till the Child 

beqewwalhed. 

The 
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The morning is the ufoal time of Circuntflwho is fo happy as to come to Circumcifion ; 
cifingi out of this fuppofal, that the fluxoflor, of E/i>, whom they believe to come a- 
blood is then leaft, and the child will bcllong with the Child, and to take his place 
moft patient: but this they do not by thelby the Godfather^ toobferve and teftifie that 
advice of the Rabbi, but Phyfician ^ it being noi all things concerning Circumcifion were duly 
rite of their ReIigioil,but a rule in tlieir Difpenl adrainifter d.

Which fome interpret 
of Excommunication, or the bodily death of 
the Parents who out of contempt or negleft of 
the Inftitution, omit the CircumciGon of their 
Males: ^nd others underftand it of thofc 
who at years of Maturity took not care to per- 
form that thcmfelves,which through their Pa- 
rents negligence was omitted in their infancy.

cifcd. Now they Circumcife the child, to 
make it capable of Jewiih Sepulchre , and 
tp prevent all mifchief that might otherwiie 
beial the uncircumcifed in the future State, 
l^r they are not yet argced whether or no 
Ckcumcilion be of ab(blute i^ceflity to the 
life to come. Thofe who adhere to the ve* 
ry letter c^ its Inftitution, make Circumci(i< 
oalb requiiiteto the obtaining of future hap« 
I^nefe, that they deny thofe who want it, a- 
ny^ portion in the Refurreftion 5 mifunder- 
ftanding £a;f4 28. 10. But others think 
ihttG is nothing dangerous in thewant there-, 
of, but its contempt. Atid in theChriftian 
Church the Council of Braccara ordain d that 
thofe who dcfpifed theirBaptifiny and <^ ia 
that opinion, Ihould, as guilty tifthrhr own 
eternal death, be buried with SeltMuithC* 
rers. 

But all we have hitherto mtetiokied con- 
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cerning Circumcifion, is to be reftrained to 
thofe who are born in the Jews Religion* ^ 
For as to the admiflion of Profelytes unto 
Judaifm, CircumciGon, Baptifra and Sacra- 
hce were in ordinary courfe required. But 
thefe pld Articles of ProfelytiCn are not ex* 
aftcd by the mordern Jews. For Sacrifice 
has been utterly out ot ufe ever frnce the 
Deftruaioa of the Temple. And left the 
fliame or pain of Circiuncifion might deter 
any from profelytizing, they are raught not 
rigoroully to exaft it. And there Mofes £• 
gypimteWs them, that many Profelytes were 
admitted info the Jewiih Communion with- 
out Circuracifion. Mofess Father in Law 
they hold to have been the firlt Profelyte 
of Jufticc, who upon his turning jfw had his 
Name Jether changed to Jethro. But after 
him there were many m*ade Profelytes of 
the Gate, without Circlimciiion, of which 
Mr. Selde» gives feveral inftances. But how- 
ever they difoeufe with Sacrifice, and fpeak 
warily of Circumcifion, yet Baptifm is a 
<;Qnfhujt initiatory of the Profelyte, which 
has nothing coi^mon but the water with 
thofe dayly Baptiffns of the Jem, i:eflc(aed 
Uppa by r^rtuUian^ lib. 6, de BaPtifmo, cap. 

,1 cm£dk n^rbary affords but few of thefe 
Profelytes: foe though there are firequent 
examples both of jfejrxand Chriftiofts turning 
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Moors , yet very feldom are any met tirith 
who turn Jews*-^ which made me lefs inqui- 
fltivc after the prefent manner of receiving 
Prolelyte?. And as to what relates to the 
antierit Form of Profclytifin, enough is to 
beleenin Wv.Selden^ lib. 2. cap, 2, 3, 4,&c. 
de jure Naturali C^ Gentium juxt a Difci* 
plinam Hebr/eomm. If any Profelytes hap* 
J?en among them, we may prefumc they coil- 
form to the Rites herein ufed by the Jews 
of dther Nations. Of which we have this 
ftinmary Account in Leo. JModena^ a Vene- 
tian Rabbi : Hijioria de gli riti Hebraici^ Part 
5. lib. 7. Si alcnrte volejfe farji Hebr£o , 
frimo fono te^iuti tre Rabbini^ perjoffe di 
jiutoriti ifiterrogarto fettilmente^ che ccfa lo 
move a far quejia Rijfotione^ ^c. that is : 
If there be any that hath a mind to turn 
jfen^, there are threeMafters, or perfbns of 
Authority appointed warily to examine him 
what caufe moved him to this refblution, and 
whether any Worldly intercft had a hand 
therein 5 to the end they may admit him as 
they ought. Next, they denounce and make' 
known unto him the great ftriftncls of the 
Law of JHofes^ and that the Jews are at pre- 
Icnt an abjeft, vile, and defptcable people,] 
and that upon this account it is better for 
him to continue as he is. And if after all 
this he continues his purpofe^, then he is to 
Circumcife himfelfsand as (boa a$ he is whole. 
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he bathes him(elf all over in water in the

?ftcr this, he is accounted as good an Ikhrcr^ 
as the reft. At the Circumcifionof the Frp- 
lelyte they ufe this Form of Prayer.

It is required that all this be tranfiftedwhen 
the wottian is fajiing^ and though pot ia 
VS^btry^ yet in fome otlier Nations, (he loot 
eth the (noofe with her teeth. I hjofe beea 
iiifonned ithatt they have a Ritual of the whole 
proc^, and a preftript Form which .^hey 
c*B, tftejiinhig off of the fiooe : AndiWt a 
Copy hereof is given to the womao, ^idi 
ferves her for a Teftimonial that her Separapon,

thev aretherciu Co timely and deeply groun- 
ded 

N-^r is their diligence herein more com- 
mendable than their orderly Method j for as 
foon as their children arc able to pronounce, 
they are taup;ht fuch Sentences of Holy fFnt\ 
asfeem to favour their Religion, and to in- 
fufeinto them the feeds of • Piety and Vcr- 
tue. And to ^his purpofe they flequently 
hiake ufe o^SoloitAons Exliortatory.* Catechize 
a Child in the way that he fiiould wal^ when 
ie k yoHngy and his old age will not depart 
from it. 

Natv becaufe the Jem in BarUry ufually 
rpwk Morefco^ the Language of their Nati- 
vity, and a fort of spxnifli which inables them 
for Traffick V left they fliouldfall into an utter 
oblivion of the HeZ-rcw Tongue, they are 
eareful that the Rudiments be in that Speech. 
And to facilitate their Childrens Learning 
thereof, they ufually teach them Hebrew for the 
Utenfik of the Houfe, Terms of Traffick and 
Negotiation, 6^c. And by this Order ti. y 
nimilh the Children with a ^omef^clatlirc of 
MretH) Words 5 and all this before they ad- 
iflitthem to Syntax artd Conftruaion. Hence 
•t is that in fpcaking il/ore/2-tf and sp.tnifl}, 
they fo intermingle their fir'ft Vocabklary^ that 
thcrel^y it is nbt eafie to be underftood. But 
IWlthe main Defign of their early Inftruaion 
« tfpccially (pent in imprinting Religion 
^ -. Q upon 
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upon the tender minds of their Children. And 
^ becaufe the Sabbath is appointed for the 
more Solemn Celebration and Inftnaftion iq 
Religious Rites, and ordained to be one Cha- 
rafter, whereby the tiebrew people is diftia^ 
guiflied from all other 5 for thefe Reaibns the 
Jews are fignally diligent to implant into their 
Children a Angular reverence thereof. And 
to this end they employ the Morn and Even 
pf this Queen of Feafts (as the Mafters call 
,the Sabbath ) in teaching their Children 
fcVeral pious Forms of Saluting their Pa- 
rents and others. In which Greetings they 
permit not their Children toufe the Name of 
*€rod/\\\ they are (even years old, that they may 
retain the greater veneration for that Nara^ 
which is Holy and Reverend. And therefore 
the firft Salutations of the Children are plain- 
ly, / wiJI) yoH a good Sabbath : May you have 4 
good day^ &c. 

When their Children are grown up to be fit 
A for fuch Convcrfition as Talk^ and Vlay^ they 
^ permit them not the Icaft Society with the 
Mahumedan Children , but ftriftly forbid 
them their company:, that hereby they may 
timely poflefi them with aa averfeneis to- 
wards all Mahuntedifm. And this they pra- 
ctice out pCa cotifideration that there is fo 
great likenefs between manv of their own 
and the Morefco Cuftoms,'that a Child may 
be eafily induced to a promifcuous imbibing 
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of either. And as for the Divine Myfteries op- 
Chriftianity^the^fen?/ reprefent them to their 
Children in Inch monftrous fhapes, that they 
are fitter for their afFrightment than embrace- 
ing. Befides, they teach their Children that 
Chriftian Religion is fo utterly deftruftive 
of their Ceremonies, that they ought %o a- 
void all £ellow;fliip with thofe who profefi 
fhem. 

When the jfwj- have taught their Children 
feme decent Modes of Salutation, and im- 
printed them with an awful Reverencb of 
Gods Uame^ and the Effays of hating ail Re- 
ligions but their own ^ Their next endeavour 
is toinftruft them in the Elements of fook- 
learning. Where the firft Leflbns are about the 
l^ame and figure of the Hebrew Letters : in 
which they ufe this Method : Firft, upon a 
(mooth ftone or board they caft t wo or more 
Letters of the Alphabet , and acquaint the 
Child vyith the Name and Figure thereof. A nd 
when the Child is able to pronounce thcfe 
Letters^ ; they proceed to more, according to 
the capacity and towardlinefi of the Scho- 
lar, A^dfo forward, till the whole Alpha- 
bet be riiii over. When this talk is finiftied, 
fhe children; are taught to joyn the Letters 
iiitp fli<?i% gad eafie Sillablesi and having at- 
tained to rjead a little,, they are put into thq 
M Book of iWb/i/, and fq |)a(s through the 
W^XtymUUHch rn teaching their ChiU 
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Arcn to write they ufe as the Spatijards , a 
Tiana^ which h a draught of very large Lei- 
iers upon a fair Paper^ which they imitate up- 
on a thin Paper laid thereon. ' . 

When the Parents have at home pretty-well 
;Jf grounded their Children in thefe prclufory 
Rudiments, they fend them to &Kq61 j and 
cvtiy Morning before they go thither,- it is the 
Mothers Office to provide them fomethingto 
eat, which is (weqtned with Sugar or Ho- 
ney 5 which iervcs them both for Beakfaft and 
an liiftruftion. For at giving the' Child the 
fweet Morfel (lie ufeth thefe words' y^/ thk 
isfvpeet to thy Palate^ Jo let Learfiifig be fweet 
to thy mind. And (he gives directions how 
to bdiave himfelf at School, as th^t'he is to 
ufe no filthy words, but foch as he reads in the 
l.aw : becaufe God loves dean tifj^^ pure, 
wholfom dilcourfc, and that al! cotpmunica^ 
tion ought to be agreeable to the Divine 
Word. Next, that the Child mufl: not fpend 
his time in idle talk to his owq hindrance, 
or his fellows. With other fuch diredtion^ 
as a Mothers Care and Affcaio4. tell fug- 
gefl:.; ■■ ^ ; ^V:':'' 

They have a laying Very cominort among 
t\\Qm; That there it ko fruit at Jjitimtt, wher^ 
there h«o buddirfg in the; Sfrwg:, ^Kich they 
apply to the Educ4ttdh of their' Children ^ 
whole riper years thev'hope' to.

are duly inftruftcd in Religion and Vertue- 
And much to this purpofe may be met with 
in their Homilies. 

At five year old the Children go to School, 
where they fpcnd five years in Learning the ^ 
Ventateuch ^ and at ten year old they are put. 
(if they prove towardly) to read the Mifchtta 
and fome choice parcels of the Tdlmud 5 which 
contain the Body of their Inftitutes, Du- 
ring the time that boy is learning the five book^ 
of Mofes^ he is called Ben Mic^ra^ the Son of 
the Law ; and when he is thirteen year old 
he is Ben M/tzva^ the Son of the Precept .• 
for now the youth receives the Paf sever and 
is purified. For until he comes to be a Son 
of the Commandment^ the Father ftands charg- 
ed with his Miscarriages. But at thirteen 
year old the Lad being foppofed to be able 
to dilcern Vertue from V ice, and GQpd from 
Evil, he is bound to anfwer for his faults. 
Therefore the Father having before a Syna- 
gogue of ten antient jfeir J declared that his 
Son whom he there produces has been well 
Catechized in the Law, and under ftands the 
general Decifions of the Mifchua and Tal- 
mud^ and that he can repeat the dayly Pray- 
CK , he lets them know that he no longer 
chargethhimfelf with \kt Crimes, but that he 
leaves him to anlwer therein forhimfelf, and 
t(^be putiiilhfed' if he fh^l be delinquent a- 
^nft the Commandments/ Where note by 
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the way, that by Commandments here muft 
not be underftood either the Decalogue or 
the Ritual of Mofes^ but thofe 313 Precepts, 
into which they have refblved their Reli- 
gion and the Bible. Dm^ius (in Exod, 26.) 
obferves, that the jfewj old manner of Inftm- 
fting was by Interrogations and Qtieftions, 
or Catechiftr. By which prefent Method 
there is no youth under Heaven csia, at thir- 
teen years old give fo'exaft account of the 
Rites of their Religion as the Jewilh. 

I meddle not here with the fjjecial places 
which Were of old appointed for the Educa- 
tion of youth, becaufe thpfe ancient Gehaoth 
drColledges, Houfes of Doftrine, and Hills 
of the Teachers, which the Divine writingt 
often mention , are now fain under a fatal 
Devaftation. Neither doth it concern the 
prefent Subjedt to reflea upon the Mifine, 
or Coljedge in Hierufakm, where the Repeat- 
ing of the Law was Studied : this being alfo 
extina:. Only I obferve at this day the Jew/ 
in SarWj, like their neighbour \M»or/, are 
wholly deftitute of Places for liberal Educa- 
tion 5 and therefore when any of them in- 
tend to Studie Phyfick or the like, they re- 
pair incognito to the Eurofe<in= Univerfities, 
and more efpecially to thofe of Portugal and 

But to return : The Jewifh Fathers are not 
more careful in the ^atcchifm of their Chil- 
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dren, than the Mothers in their Nurferie, In 
which they do not follow their own delicacie, 
but the prefcriptions of their Mafters; who 
appoint that the Nurfe ( who is always the 
Mother, unlefs fbme unavoidable neceffity in- 
terpofe) eat liich Viands as yield good nu- 
triment, to the end that the child may the 
fooner grow up , and come to the publick 
Worlhip^ and take the impreflions of their 
Religion. And the Mother who is diligent 
herein, is faid To walk^ in the wayes of the 
Lord : (for fo they are taught to undcrftaad 
i>enU 28. 9.) who feeds his Creatures with a 
llfonable aq^d liberal hand. They have very 
odd conceits about the Situation of the Mo- 
thers Breads, which they ufe as natural mo- 
tives of affeftion and tendernefs toward their 
Infants. And to imprint in the woman a 
greater averfenefe to nurfe their children at 
anothers Bofome, their Mifters tell them 
ftrange Stories of feveral men who have been 
miraculoully enabled to give their childrea 
fuck upon the death of their wives. 

During the time of Nurfing, the women are 
oot permitted to go with open Brcfts, nor to 
keep Fafts^nor to expole their tender Sucklings 
to the Sun or Moon. Neither when the Child 
is able, do they permit it to go bare-headed 
out of doors, becaufe on a time one of their 
Matters feeing a child in this pofture, pro- 

r'^''"'edit urdawfoUy begotten, and that his 
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Mother was either meaflfruous or uachafteia 
her Embraces. 

The Jcjvs ufually Girdle their children as 
loon as their bodies will endure it ; and when 
they are grown up none of them go iingirt 
to the Synagogues: for if they Ihouiddofa 
they think that not only thereby the beneht 
of the Prayers is forfeited, but alfo the Divine 
difpleafurc is provoked. HcncTe is th^r faying 
Vjfgm, iwblcfsd. Albeit I know the 'jem 
ufe to Girdle their children, leltfrom the in- 
tumonot their own n.ikednefs, they ihould 
imbibe an inmiodeft Conridcnce. 
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Of their Synagogues: the Officers 
thereof: time of their EUtiion : 
Hoars of Fraytr. 

THe Synagogue in the N. T. is often taken

TheK«/crxor Chief of the Synagogue, or 
fuch as negotiated their Myftcries, were dif- 
ferent from the Rulers of the Confiftory or 
Judicature. But we arc here to fpeakof the ^ 
Synagogue as a place wherein they tolerated 77 
the publick Exercife of Religious Solemni- 
ties. Which Toleration the ^^ews in Barba- 
ry purchale with their Coin. For it is ufual 
with the Morefco Governours, w.hen fain in- 
to any Exigence of Moneys, to (hut up the 
jffn?/ Synagogue , out of certain experience 
that its Redemption is the readieft Sub- 
lidie. 

In this part of the Worlds the fenfe of their 
Ambulatory condition will not permit the 
jf^/to be at the pains and charges of Ereft- 
ing new Synagogues. But they hire Houles 
or (ingle Apartments proportionable to their 
Number, to allemble in. In whole Furniture 
they feem to negleft all other Ornament and 
Umpuoufnefs but cleanlinels and decency. 
But as if they vyed the ftore of Morefco 
Mofchs, they ftrive much to have their Syna* 
gc^ues numerous. And in this they do not 
recede from the praftice of their Anceftors, 
who had four hundred and eighty Synagogues 
at once in Hiernfalem. So Sigonim^ de Rep, 
Hebr. lib. 2. c. 8. And in other Provinces and 
Cities (as we read in the A^^) there was the 
like plenty. And the numeroulneis of thefe 
Holy Houfcs may eafily be granted, feeing 

that 
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that a very few make up a Jewifli GbngreJ 
gatiou. For they have a Tradition,that where. 
foever ten men of Ifrael are, there ought to be 
a Synagogue. 

Of old, the Jewt wrote the Entrances of 

their Synagogues with devout and cautionary 

i)eatences, as Buxtorf hath obferved in feveial! 

pages of his Abbreviatures ; which Cuftom 

IS wholly ouf of ftfhion with the Jen>s here 

difcourfed of r which feeras chiefly to be im. 

puted to the uncertain tenure of the Houfes 

Which they hire for Synagogues, and not to 

^u^T r -^ of the praftice. For doubtlefs 

tbe Infcriptions now fpoken of were very 

laudable, as direfting thofe who enter'd in , 

iT t^Po^^ent in the Divine Worftiip. Of 

old, the Walls within as well as Entrances of

The fourth (whofe title I remember nctt) is 
he to whom belongs the Elevation of the 
Law, and the bearing it in froce^lon thvoxi:^ 
I the Synagogue 5 which is an honourable Ira- 
pbyment, and his who gives moft. The,, 
fifth Office belongs to the Elhaim, or thofe, 
who touch the two ftaves (which, they call 
the trees of life) whereon the Law is rolled up, 
when it is carryed in proceffion. The fixtli; 
is the Chefau (or Prtgcentor.) All thefe Offices 
[ are bought and fold upon the day when the 
laft Seftion of the Law is re^d, and without 
a new Eleftion are not held above a year 
by the lame perfons. To expreft their Zeai 
to the Service of God, they canvas for thefe 
Offices, and give Monies to obtain them, 
which goes to the. Poor-ftock. The folding 
vf 4»d unfolding cf~the Lan>, being an Office 
M the greateft efteem, none carry it but he 
who is able to give liberally to the C^r^^/z i 
by which they raife a cowfortable fubfi- 
flaace for thofe are grown indigent : as in a- 
Qother Chapter we (hall have occafion to dif-- 
courfe. 

Their times of repairing to the Synagogue, 
or bourt of Prayer, are next to be confide- 
rcd. To the Holy Exercife of Prayer, the 
jfw/ thrice every day aflfemble at their Ora- 
toBe^5. firft at Sun-ri(ing, which they call 
%&& Sabarity or Morning-Prayer. Their 
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fecbnd time of going to the Synagogue ij 
about three in the Afternoon/ which is their 
Ttphilla Minchay or Evening-Prayer. The laft 
inzftevsun-fet^ and this they call the tephih 
ArvH^ or Night-Prayer. To every one of 
which times there are proper Offices appoint- 
ed, as is to be feen in the Sepher Tephilou 
But the Office for the Morning far exceeds 
the cither two in length. For they are a^ 
bove two hours in the Synagogue at Morning- 
Prayer, and not above half fo much at both 
the other. 

They have no pcrfea difference between 
Trofeuch<e, Synagogues, Schools and Houfes 
of Prayer, as was of old. For if there be 
or ever was herein .ny diftinftion, it is fwal- 
lowed up into the one Title of Synagogue, 
by which is barely to be underftood the 
place where the Jews gather together for 
Religious pnrpofes'^ and may well be called 
an Oratory, ov Hmfe of Prayer, becaufe that 
is the main Duty for which they repair 
thither. ^ ^ -

But their chiefeft bodily preparation con- 
fills in waftiing, which is a Ceremony beftow- ^ 
ed on all thofe parts of the body that are 
more notorioufly liable to be unclean. And 
the hands, which ( according to their Ma- 
tters) after fleep are venemous and impure 
(by reafon of the noxious (pirits lodged as 
they opine in the palms thereof when they 
arc afleep) are firft of all to be punftually 
waftat. For they hold, that if a Jem (hould 
touch his eyes,nofe,ears or motith with unwalht 
hands, he (hould be troubled With dimnefs 
of Sight, Catarrhs, Deafnefs, and a ftinking 
Breath. In walhing their h^nds they hold 
them up, that the water may run down to 
their Elbows. Which elevation of their hands. 
Ceremony of waChings, help to explain the 
w>A*5 n-^^ x*'e«s St. Mar\ 7.3. which has made 
10 much ftir among Criticks. 
.At the time of this preparative wafhing < 
the Jews fay this Bymn 5 Bendito tu Adonai, 
VuefiroDio,, Key del Mnndo^ que nos Santi- 
pco enfus m comendancas^ y en comendo fo- 
k^eli^pieza de Jlianos. Blcffed be rhdU O 
Lord our God King of the World, who haft 
finftified us with thy Commandments, and 
enjoyned us cleannefs of hands. Where by 
Commandments muft not be underftood any 
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ftridt Law of Mofef in this particular, but of 
the Tradition of their Elders, or injunftions 
of their Antient Sanhedrim^ by which they 
are bound to wafli not only when they go to 
the Synagogue, but alfo wheniqever they eat. 
To which Cuftom that paffagc of Saint John 
II. 6. has an unqueftionable reference. For 
the water-pots which were fet ready at the 
Feaft, icct7« -rov ^ct^ieAo-nja^ lacfctiwv^ were for the Jews 
to wa(h in before they did eat. But we (peak 
not here of their every-dayes waihing, but of 
that which they now ufe in order of prcpara^ 
tion to their publick Devotion, which is the 
laft thing they do before they go to the Sy- 
nagogue. And if any occaQonal defilemeat 
happen as they go, as the touching of a dead 
Carkafs, the killing of a Flea, (for a fmall thii^ 
will defile a Jew) they prefently walh their 
hands before they appear in the folemn Wor- 
fliip. 

There were other forts of waihing of old 
among the Jetps^ as that of the Priefts whea 
they went to the Temple to officiate : in imi» 
tation whereof arofethe waftjings and luftra* 
tions among the Gentiles. There was aid 
another fort of waftiing belonged to their 
Profelytes at their reception into the Church 
of the Jews: of which we have already (po* 
ken fomething in their Proielytifiiu 
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Chap. XII L / 

Of the]^v^^ Zizirh artR Tephilliin, or 
Phylaftery or Prayer Ornaments. 

WHen the Jews prepare for Morning- 
Service they with fingular circum- 
fpeftion put on their Ziz^ith and TephiUim , 
which are properly their Prayer-Ornaments, 
and (b ncceflary an accoutrement for the Sy*' 
nagogue, that they are the chief Cognizances 
and badges of Religion, without wliich they 
cannot hope that their Church-Services (hould 
be accepted. The wearing of the Zizith or 
Fringe, they col left from Exodus 1 5. 97. And 
they very confidently aU'ert, that a careful 
oblervation of the Commandment concern* 
ingthe Z/2s;>A, is a fnl filling of the whole 
Law. Aftd they ground this peremptory po- 
fitionupona Mjrftery which tht\r Ge^alrJa 
h« found in the word and manner of its 
making. For ((ay they), the Z/2s/>A hath five 
Knots repnetSntihg the five Books of Mofes^ 
and the eight threds^ added thereunto /make 
thitteeir; wliich together with the Numeral 
£**teiv«ntlje^wbrd id (elf iamount to fix hun* 
^ mid thirt^ein y whisth is the number of 
>&d)eCoBimandmeiit5 cbmained in the Law. 
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And therefore they conclude that the right 
wearing of thcZizithis an obfervationof the 
whole Law. Credat Jud^uf ! 

Now as to the form and matter of the Z?- 
s&7fA, it is a quadrangular piece of Linnen- 
cloth (or Silk, le?^^.) with Fringes, worn next 
the Shirt, hanging down upon the Breaft and 
Shoulders. At tlie putting of it on, they ufe 
thcfe words : — Bendito in A. N. B. Key del 
^Hffdo^ &c. Bleffed be thou, O Lord our God, 
King of the World, who haft (anftified us with 
thy Precepts, and commanded us to wear the 
ZizHk 
To this Religious Utenfii no fewer Miracles 
^ are alcribed then to the Cowle of St. FrdH- 
th •• for the Jen?/ fay it can deliver from fin, 
and make Prolely tes to their Faith : And that 
it is an Amulet againft Sorceries, and pre- 
ferves thofe from receiving any hurt from 
evil Angels who conftantly put it on. But 
all are not admitted to the honour of wear* 
ing this Holy Ornament; for it being a part 
of the habit to be worn at the Synagogue , the 
women are totally forbid it, as being excluded 
the publick Service. 

Their next Prayer-Ornament irthc TepbiU 
lim^ which are Scrowles of Parchment writ* 
ten with feveral Sentences of tlip Lawj 
and tyed upon their Fore*headf iind kftr 
Arms. And this they obleite upoii: the ac- 
count of the fixth of Dei^.tkc fixribafld eighth 
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Vcrics. The Sentences wherewith tfie Phy- 
laftcries were antiently infcribed, are conje- 
fturedto have been Exod* 13. from verfe the 
Il/Atothe 17 tK Exod. 12. a. to the iitf\ 
Deut. 6. from verfe 4. to the lofA, and Deuf. 
II. from the iph to the 22. Others are of 
Opinion that the PhylaQcries were written 
with the Decalogue. But for mine own part, 
I believe the Infcription to be concealed ; for 
the lews, with whom I have praftifed in this 
pari;icular, would not be moved either to 
(how or explain their Phylacteries. At the 
putting theia on,they (aythisEucharift: Ben- 
dito f;/, &c. Rlefled be thou QGod our Lord, 
Governour of the Llniverfe , who haft hal- 
lowed us with thy Law, and commanded U5 
to wear the tephiUim, /. ^. Phylafteries. 

The ThylaSery worn upon the Fore-head 
is folded up, and hangs between the hrarps^y (b 
as they may fee it, and thereby be minded 
ofwalking according to Gods Statutes. There 
has been no finalldiiputc among the Criticks 
and Interpreters concerning the Name and f^ 
Office of the tephillim : but if they will- ae- 
quiefce in the meaning which the Modern 
Jen?/ give thereof^ they fignifie no more than 
(^nammts to be worn at publick^ Prayer^ in 
which fuch Sentences of Scripture are writ- 
tea as they deem moft proper to remember 
them of their Duties, according to the firft 
appoiritment hereof, Exdd. 13. 16. Daa. 6. 8. 
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. Tis true, the firft, plain, and wholefome in- 
tent thereof has incourfeof time been much 
.corrupted chiefly by the Sdiifmatical rhari-^ 
fees^ who in ftcad of binding them for a fign 
upon their huNcls^ and as tro^nlcts between 
their E;ex, hung them as Charms about their 
Necks, fuppoling in them a (ecret Power to 
defend them from Dangers. Out of which 
cormption 'tis probable did arife that luper- 
ftitious Curtom of (onie women in St.Hiercm 
.time, of wearing their r^rvitU Evu>7gdU, 
or (hort Sentences of the Gofpel, to keep 
them from Inchantments and other Mifchiefs. 
And at this day the Papilts permit the wear- 
ing about their Necks the bcgmnin?^ of St. 
"Johns Gofpel , as a Dcfc?;fativc from Evil 
That the wearing hereof was not uniawtul, 
forae produce Chrilb wearing them f:)r a con- 
vincing Argument, St. Lake ^* 44, but the 
Fringe or Border of the Garment there men- 
tion d may belong to the Zizith, h\\t no way 
to the ri?/A/Z^i///. However, th^ Jews v/ere 
not condemn d by oui Saviour for the ;//e,but 
fnprfiition of this Ornament : and becaufe 
they made their Phylafteries larger and 
broader than commanded, and this too to the 
end that they might appear more holy thaii 
others. And we may conceive the whole 
matter to be briefly thus : Tep/jiUim or Phy- 
lafteries are with the later Jews become a 
great part of their Religion , which they

gronndilpon thelaft mention d Texts, taking 
them in a literal, which were intended in a 
figurative lenfe, according to their explica- 
tion, Deut. 6. 7. But this carnal people , 
which have ever been apt to turn all inward 
Piety into outward form^ and to make that 
matter of Ambition and Ortentation , which 
was defigned for humility and holineft, un- 
derftand the Precept concerning the Phy- 
lafteries meerly according to the Letter. And 
therefore make themScrowIes of Parchment, 
in which they write the four Sedtions of the 
Ventafeuch^ which were named before 5 and 
wear them on their Arms and Foreheads* As 
we have (aid already. 

In preparing thefe Scrowlcs, thefe Ceremo- 
nies are ftill in ule ; firft, the fr.ins whereof ^ 
they are made muft be of Beafts which the ^ 
Law has pronounced clean. Secondly, none 
but a Jew muft: kill the Beaft and drefs the 
Ikin for this purpofe: for if a Chriftian, or 
in their Language, any other Edomite have 
a hand therein, it is wolly polluted and un- 
ferviceable. Thirdly, the Ink wherewith the 
Seftjons of the Law are writ, mult not be 
black,nor ofthe ordinary confe^ion. Fourth- 
ly, they miitt be writ with the right hand^ 
without interlining. Thele, with other ni- 
ceties concerning coluraning and cutting the 
Parchments, are ufed about the Phylafte- 
lies; And bdng thus Canotucally made, they 
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fit and apply thera to their Foreheads and 
Hand-wnfts, and call them TephiBim, becaufc 
they are cfpecialiy ufed in Praying. The 
Greek PhyUHerU relates to the end hereof 
namely to keep the Law in memory. Though 
there is a pred-nt fupcrftition which laves 
claim to the Phylafteries, becaufe they keep 
thofe that wear them from Sorceries and Di- 
feafes, and the M.tlus Genius. Now what is 
pnncipally blameable herein, is i;heir affixine 
on Cod their own Carnal obfervation and 
hivolous Ceremonies of thcfe Te^hiUim^ as if 
they were his own Inftitution and Appoint- 
ment. And it was the peculiar fault of the 
Harifees, to wear the lephillim of a greater 
breadth than any other >iPi-, that they might 
be looked upon as pcrfonsof a greater Sanftity 
than the reft.

Hrice every day (as we have faid) the

For they leave their houfes in a ha- 
fty pofture, and with great willingne/s^ and 
fcem to ftrive who (hall be firft at the Syna- 
gogue. But they return thence in a far diffe- 
rent manner. For when they leave the Sy- 
nagogue they go backward, and u(e a very- 
flow pace therein. By which they teftihe 
their delight in Cods publick Worlhip, and 
their unwiilingneli to go from it. And they 
interpret iifo/e<i 6.

And 
of him who comes not to Prayers at all,, they 
undcrftand Efay 50. 10, 1 1 . 

A^ the Entrance of the Synagc^e they 
either make clean or put dfF their (hooes, in 
obedience to Ecclef. 4. 1 7. and Exod. 5. 5, 
fut off: tky fiiooet^^c. And this laves thenv 
the uncovering of their Heads ; £br their J 
mk black brimleft Gaps are never moved 
all the time they ftay in the Synagogue. 
_ At their ftepping into the Synagogue, they 
firft fpend a few minutes in the meditation of 7^ 
his Attributes whom they come to invoke^ 
Which is to beget ia them a Deportment 
numble and reverend. And when they have 
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duly poflefled their minds with an awful re- 
verence of Gods Ma jefty , they repeat to them. 
felves NuatL a 4. 5. Hove goodly are thy Tents 
O Jacob, and thy tabernacles, O Ifrael ! And 
Pfalm 26.8. O Lord, I have loved the habi- 
tation dfthy hoMfe, and the place vphere thim 
honour dwetteth. And the 6th Verfe of Pfdm 
95. come let usworpip, and bow down: let 
us kjteel before the Lord our Maker. This 
Meditation being ended, they lay the right 
hand upon the heart, and bowing their bo. 
dies toward the Cheft where the Law is laid 
up , they begin the publick Service with the 
7th of the fifth Pfalm .• IrviUcome into thy 
houfe in the multitude of thy mercies, attd 
humble my felf with fear in the temple of 
thy Holinefs : So it is Verbatim in an old 
Spanip3 Tranflation of the Tewifli Lvtur- 
gie. J > 

Thev Pray ftanding, girt, with their faces 
■i^ toward Canaan, their heads moderately bow- 
ed down, and hands upon their heart. They 
utter their Prayers in a fort of Plain-Song, 
fometimes ftraining their Voices to a very 
harrh and unpledant Note, and then on a 
iudden letting it fall into n kind of whifpcr. 
J«fy bodies are always in a wagging ua- 
fteddy pofture: which they fay exprefles joy 
and latisfeftion in Devotion. But to him that 
knows not the intent hereof, this wavering 
and (lometime) exulting of the body, wSl 
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feem very carelcft and negligent, and that they 
Pray with none, or very little intention and 
devotion of mind. 

Thofe which cannot read the Service itt 
HiltretP (v/ho are but few) are bound to leara 
when to fay An/en. A thing the more eafily 
attaia'd Unto, bccaufc they have a prefcript 
Fir/a. And how heedk-fs (bever they may 
appear in other parts of Prayer, yet they ute 
a fignal diligence in the right timing and 
pronouncing of the \_Amen.~j Becanfe who- 
foever (aith it with all his might, the Gate of 
theCarden of £(5^(r«isopen'd tohim. 

la time of Prayers none are permitted open- / 
ly to fpit, belch, yawn, or blow the Nofe. / 
Ah. which they do with great Secrecy in the 
Synagogue, when they have occalton. Neither 
may they fpit,, or any fuch thing, totheri^t 
han,d or before them Vbecaufe of the Angels, 
which have made thofe places their Situation 
in the Synagogue. * • , 

And from this fbort Account of the Jews 
entsriog, and behaviour in the Synagogue^ 
we come totak#a general view of the Prayi 
«ii fliijde therein. And here we (haH follow 
tk Breviary in prefent ufe with the Jews in 
i»Jiary, whi^h was Printsed at ^«r«/f<r in the 
l^aYearpf Gr^ce. 

, [And firft of all, they begin t^eMorning^'Ser- 
p:^,«5rith the eighteen Bet^e^^ions, of which, 
mk. .Mofes Maimon y Ezra wa(S the Author. 
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For when the Ifraelites returned from the 
Captivity, their Native Language was fo cor- 
rupted with that of their Bondage, that 
they were not able to praife or ferve God 
m^a continued Speech: And upon this oc- 
cahon Ezra is thought to have compofed 
eighteen (hort Benedi&hfif, wherein they 
might praife Cod, and beg at his hani 
the fupply of his dayly bleffings.

To this fucceeds a long 
courfc of Pfalms : then a tedious Thanksgi- 
ving.

JUw is, The Petttateuch written in a large 
Charafter on Parchment,, which is dreffSl 
aecordiQg to the manner of the P6yJa&eries, 
The Parchment is rolled up upon two ftaves* 
to make it tl^e more convenient to be car* 
Hcd in Proceffioq. It is alfo ufually wrapt 
^ma covering of Linnen, Silk, Tii&e, dv. 
A? for the pipce of Tapiftry piftured with 
Jiyers Burds which was the old-faOiionil 
Covering^ of the Ark, the Jmj^ in Barbarf 
Hfe no fuch thing, for they ^bhor all manner 
Qflmagm m their Service, as minding them 
Qfthe Idolatry of their Fathers, for which 
thev conceive therafelves tobcftiU pynilhed* , 
and alfo out of an averfenels to be thought to 
jnitete thofe Chriftiaos, who have ofien- 
lively mtroduped Piftures into their Ora- 
tories, not oply for Qrnament but Venera* 

two. 

_But to return to the Law ; the Jem pay ,, 
K' 2f<^4' ^/ Mofes_ Co great a Reverence, ^ 
J« they never fuSkx t|iem to be taken <wt

W when they are read ; and this too in 
jc Mprning bepauTe it is efte^med the pureft 
m 9f %\^t day. 'Tis true, they ufe alfo to 

I fliow 
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(liow^the Lavo to the people on the Sabbath- 
night, but it is becaufe the whole day is UV 
lowed. The taking out of the Lavp belongs 
to a Noted Rabbi ^ or in his abfence to one of 
the more ancient and Devcuter Jews* But 
to carry it in Frocejjion within the Synagogue^ 
is fold to him who is able to give moft for 
the ?U€e. As wc haye obferyed in the Offi- 
cers of the Synagogue. At the taking out 
of the Law, the Officer turns himlelf to the 
people^ and repeats this Verlicle : Cofffe and 
ex^ot-Ood withme^ avd letmpraife his Name 
together. And at the Elevation of the tm^ 
the people bow their Faces toward it, and 
make a long Refpond, wherein they declare 
their own vtlenefi, and magnifie the Majefty 
of God. And when the Rabbi hpldf up tk 
Law and opens it, he (peaks thefe words : 
This is the Law which Moles laid before the 
Children of Ifrael, and which proceeded from 
Ood^ whofe ways are all Juji : The word of 
the Lord ispure^ and a defence to aU thoje who 
believe it. When the Law is carried from the 
Ark to the place where it is appointed to be 
read, all the people there prcfent (ing the 
Hymn of Mofes^ Numb. lo. 35. Rife up Lord, 
and let thine Enemies he Jhatterd^ and let 
them that hate thee flee before thee. By 
which they wifti and pray for the Dcftru- 
aion of all thofe who are not of their Re- 
ligion. When they carry the Law cither to the

tedding^place or iii frocejjion^ there is always 
one who fteps up to him that carries it, and 
kiffeth the Covering thereof-^ for it were to 
decile the Law, to kifs cither the Letters there- 
of, or the Parchment whereon they ai-e writ- 
ten. And he who doth this, with a Voice 
moderatdy elevated blejjeth God for having 
made the Jews his peculiar people, and that 
he hath given them his Law. When the 
Book returns fromprocefjion, and has put on 
m Coverings, all the Males in the Synagogue 
kifs it in Order, as the fapijis do their Pax, : 
and wheri they have done, the Officer gives 
the Book an Elevation^ and €0 lays it up in 
the Cheft. • And as it returns thither they fay 
the words of >/^y?/ aittherefting of the Ark, 
mikk lb; 96.' Return^ Lord, untd the ten 
thonfaftd thonfv/ds of (frael. 

The PentaicTich is divided into fifty two 
SeShnsi to the end thiait it may be read over 
upon the fifty two Suridaies In the Year, And 
in readiitg it they are bound t6 be very plain^ 
audible, siild articulate. Becaufe every tittle 
J^^^f is of Angular weight and moment* 
Thelaft Leflfot! conftaatly falls upon Septem^ 
fer the twenty fifth, M^hich immediately fol- 
lows the Feaft of Tabernacles. And when 
m Seftion is read over, the Chafans, or thofe 
wha^riead the Law, declare a great joy and 
wsfaftion, that they lived to make an end 
^ th AnnmlLef on. They alfo praife God 
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. that notwithftanding the many Miferies be- 
faln them , they are ftill ia pofleflioa of 
the Law , ia which all other Bleffiiigs are 
abridg d. 

Oq the day whe& this lafl: Seftion is read, 

. all the Copies of the Law are brought fonh 

. of the Ark, about which the people dance 

"^ ia imitation and remembrance of David ^ 

2 Saj». 6:i6. During the time that the Law 

isout of the Ark, they place bnrniffg Torch 

therein, in token that the Law performs all 

the duties of a light to thofe that obey it. Oa 

this day al(b the Elder Jetvs make themfelves 

merry in feeing the Youth fcramble for the 

fruits they caft among them. On this day 

alfo are fold the offices of the Synagogue 

to them that will give moft^ And all be- 

ing orclerly confummate, ev^-ry one leaves the 

Synagogue with this Prayer: The Lord pre- 

ferve my going out^ md my coming />, from 

heffceforth and for evtr^ 

The next thing that we are to account for in 
this Chapter^is the Manner of their keeping the 
Sabbath, and the Offices thereon celebrated. 
A Theme large enough for a whole Volume, 
if we were to give an exaft defcription of all 
JUtes and Cafes thereuuto belonging. But I 
ftiall confine the difcourfe at prefent, to the 
Cuftoms of the jfwx in Barbary ^ among 
whom andthe reftof the Jewilh Nation there 
is but fmall difagreemdiv in the s Mat arm 



Ritud!: Though it mUft be confeffed that 
ikparbary-Jem are tteither Co firiH nor Ce- 
f^momousm t\i\s matter, as the Jews of other 
Countries, if we may believe the?. account 
which good Authours have given of the 
later, 

The whole Nation of the Jews (ufSciently 
accord in the notice of the word Sabbath , 
aad grant that it barely fignifies noinore than 
Reft i and that fometimes too it is ufed both 
for.workiog-dayesand Feftivals, and that it 
puts on a nk>re peculiar and reftrained fenfe, 
when it is concifely taken for thzt feventh day 
which God fet apart for his Worihip. And 
ia the Obfervation of'&is Sabbath 6v Reji\ 
the Jem praftice numerous Ceremonies r 
fome ant^ciedent, and relating to their pre- 
paration 5 and others concomitant, or waiting 
upbntheddy. Their antecedent Ceremonies 
aie feen iiii^yrcfringand preparing on the Eve 
of the Sabbath the Viftuals that are thereon to 
beeaten: According to' the Commandment 
^od. 1 6. a 3 . To Morrow h the refi oftf^e Holy 
Matirmti the Lord 5 bake that whithye will 
He to day^ and feeth that ye wil/fi^eU^S>cc. 
Fjom which they conclude, Thitt: all things ne- 
ceflarytotheSabbath^aadforthe Honor there- 
of ought to be provided over night, that 
|be may be nothing to interrupt this Reji. 
If it falls out that the Servants are not able 
to make all things ready^ the Mafters aflift 
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them, to -the end that the Sabbath by qobo. 
dily labour may be tr^afgreffed. And they 
are able to cite many great R^iHifif who 
have helpd their Servants in preparine for 
thisRefi,, 

But this ftria Cuftom of drcfting no Vi- 
auals upon the Sabbaths is not uniVerial with 
the Jem.v^ now fpeak off. With whom I 
I^avCj been entertain'd with good cheer oa 
t)ieSabba(;K that wajs thereon prepared^ And 
afeing them how they idurft or. would aft fo 
cpntraty^to, their own pretences 5 the Reply 
J^3s , .^That, they- . thought ^ the Crime of a 
Ipw natH|:g, if it wa?-done without giyine 
fcandaltdqthers, tha|i% fecretly., Which was 
Ihen, the Cafe. , . 

; Every, .Sabbath is obferved with three 
^ Feaft^, and four Officfis, Thi?,fiift.Feaft is 
tipon the Fr/^tfjr-nightj or rather at the very 
■5tttr4uccand begining, of the Sabbath: The 
%ond IS their Sabbath-dinper 3 ^nd'.the third 
Feaft. concludes the^^ath. Nm -the Cu- 
ftom fl£ this tripl?, Fe^ft they dcdiice from

Butbefides their greater apparatus mD\^t 
for the Sabbath, they u(e other preparative 
Rites in order to the Solemnity of thk Great 
pay : AH which are bodily and external^ and :==^ 
not worth our recital, if it were not to let us 
fee into what follies a people may fall in Re- 
Hgion, when they have once renounced the 
truth. All the Fr/^^^j-afternoon is yfually 
taken up in Sabbatical preparations, as walh- 
ing of the head and hands , the trimming of 
their beards ( whofe corners the Graver Ibrt 
fuffer not to be cut, according to Law ) and 
in a peculiar Siiperftition of paring their 
nailsii on which parings they are forbid to 
tread; in prevention whejrepf they ^^fually 
burn pr bury them. In like manner, ^hey 
fpend no finall time in whetting the Kiilvi^s, 
jud preparing other Utenfils of the Table. 
the Women on the Friday comb and dr^ft 
dieir heads, and make nsady all ac<?outre- 
mepjiof jt^ body. For they eftecm a negleft 
;w ffty pf th^fe P ^ down-right vi-.

^ If any mans cnriofity lead him to enquire 
into the reafon why the Office of lighting thefe 
Lamps belongs to th^ wobcn: 1 (hall only 
teirtam, that among many other reafons pre- 
tended to be given hereof, the chief is the 
««?P»ng the women in minde of the tranf- 
gtcffion of Eve, who Tedudng AdaM to dif. 
bbedience thereby put out, fay they, arid 
minguiQied his Lfght aiid dhrt. fiut tfie 
women do it upon the account of a received 
Opmion among them, that thereby they ^. 
cihtatc their Child-birth. There beingthefe 
three Precepts recommended to them ibr

But nqtwithftauding that 
the jfe»/ in this part of the World are (ufli- 
ciently rigorous in the oblervation of the 
Sabbath, yet I neither could finde nor hear 
of any of them, who would if (urprifed with 
tiieSaWwth, expofe themfelves to the dan* 
get ojf abiding in Wood? and Defarts, rather 
^an on the Sabbath to tfavel a few furlongs 
to gain a fifcr i^elidence. For they are wil- 
iiog to let things neceflary to fave mans life 
thereon to be provided for. And fome will, not 
^oubt to fey, that if ever they be Mafters 
again of Hierufalna , they will not loole it 
for fesr of tranigrefling the Sabbath. And 
^ey have an ufiial laying, Paligro del «lma 
aiehra el Sabbato .* That the hazard of 
looGog a mans life difpenleth with the Sab- 
bath. 

Hieyhaye a CuCkom in (bme places on the 
FricUj to put water into little pits, and to 
ctraw noplace dry, to the end that the Souls 
ia Piiigatoiy may therein cool and refrefti 
Acm. For on the time that is over and a- 
hoye jid^ed tp . the Sabbath , they iuppole 
die Souls in Piii-gatdry have liberty to re- 
create. There are many other Pvites belong- 
ing hereunto, the moft whereof will fell in 
With the Offices : which are now to be ac- 
wonted for.. 

LUpoa thie >r«f/* or Eve of the Sabhath» ^ 
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they have a peculiar Office, which, begins 
with the twenty ninth Pfalm: Givemtotk 
Lord^ yc fans of the mighty , give mto tk 
Lord honour and jtrength. Give ttPto tk 
Lord the honour of hk Viame^ and bow your 
f elves to the Lord with the heauty of Holin^s, 
The voice of the Lord k upon the waters. 7he 
Cod of honour hath made tt thunder, tie 
Lord fs upon much waters^ The voice eftk 
Lord k with Jlrength^ the voice of the Lord 
k with heauty. The voice of the Lord hreal^; 
eth the Cedars^ dfid hath broken the Cedars^f 
Libanu?.* Jnd he hath made them leap m.i 
Calf:. Libanus and Sirion lil{e the fons of 
Elephants. The voice of the Lord cuttcth tk 
Jia;^esofJire'^ the voice of the Lordvexethtk 
mldersiefs^ hevexcththe Wildernefs of Cade?. 
The voice of the Lord maketh the Hinds tok 
in pain:, and difcovereth the Forcjis^ ^nd in }m 
Palace every thing fpea^etk honour.

Having done this , they ufe a 
Thanksgiving unto God, for that he refrefteth 
rtie dead with his mercies, and confirms his 
Truth to thofe that Oeep in the duft; that he 
pumOieth Apoftates, loofeth the imprifon'd, 
redeemeth the captive^ proyideth Mediciaes 
for, and heale?h the Gck. And at the end 
,» '?"8 Thanksgiving follosws this Be. 
mdiQion for th?. Inftitution of the Sabbath. 

^lejfed be tht^Lotd onr God the Holy, rhn 
halt Sanmpd the fevettth day. for. thy Olm 
( having firfi fitijhed the Heag;e>u and the 
EaKth)a»dbafi blejfed it above, alldayet, and 
Janrnjied it above aUtimps^ as it is written in 
the Law. And here the Inftitvition of the Saf>, 
bath out of Geffejfs is diftinftly r^peai;ed. 

Thefe things with the reft of this Office of 
the Sahhith-Arvit y which is very long, is 
cohcluded with a thankfiil recapitulation of 
Gods&vours toward them, erpecially in that 
^^. ^?. "3ae them his peculia? fJcople, giveo 
them his Law, and promifed that it ftaU never 
be changed, nor they deprived of it. Thea 
they moft humbly implore die Almighty, that 
at lafthe wouldfulfil his proi^fe, retarded fo 
long by reafon of their Gas,aad lead them their 
dfefiredjI/^jlMr. ' The 
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The tiext Office is that of the iSabbath- 
Mdrning, where the K^ir/c^direfts them to 
rife before the Sun, and to read the ordinary 
courie of Pjulms till they come to the nine- 
teenth: And then to begin their Mattins. 
Which for the moft part ate collefted out of the 
Scriptures i fome portions wherof are faid by 
the tSazan alone, and others by the Kabal^wA 
tohen^ as the Rnbritk^ all along dire^fts them. 
This day the[Law has always a folemn Frocef- 
ffon^and is openly fliown to the people. When 
it is brought to be laid up in xhcHehaloT Cheft, 
he that bears it faith thefe words : Turn again 
to thy rejiing place^ and to the houfe of thy 
deffre^ that every Month and Tongne may givQ 
fraife andglory to thy Kingdom. And tntn nnto 
tklnillion of the thoufands t?/I(rael : and, 
lord^ turn us unto thee^ and we Jhall be tnrnedh 
renevp our dayes as in former time. And with 
this. Prayer they conclude the JMorning-O^ce 
for the Sabbath. 

The third Office is the Ainfafm Afternoon- 
Service, which begins thus — O Lord^ thou 
fialt open our lips^ and onr mouth Jbali p)ew 
firth thy praife. , After they have (aid this^ 
Aey blefs and laud God for the continuance 
of his favours both to quick znd dead. Next, 
they recount how God gave their Great Ma- 
fter Mofes the Commandment for the Sab- 
Iwth. After this they make a gratulatorjr 
Oiation unto God for that he has becnptea- 

fcd 
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fed to affift .and accept thefr Services, -M] 
the whole Office is (hut up with adiftinft 
enumeratio;i of the Divine attribute?? : and 
recommending themfeh^es unto the EHvine 
Proteaion, befeeching God to take thcfafe. 
guard of them both when they lle^p aft^ 
watch. ^\ 

Their fourth Office is that of the Mtik 
or Sabbath-night : which being of the (ime 
tenor with the laft we but now mentba'dJ 
there needs no more biit to name it. At 
the determination of the Sabbath, they have 
an additional Service, at M'hich though none 
are bound to be, ytt all are prefent, to tho«? ' 
their Devotion to the Sabbath , and how 
loath they are to part therewith. But othew i 
hold that they ought to protrafi: this Reft^i 
Jong as they can poffible, for the fake of 
the Souls in Purgatory , efpecially for fucb 
as were c(nidcmad thitherfor the violation of 
the Sabbath. ' 

Through all their offices there is ftill fofhe. i 
^ thmg peculiarly relating to the hafteairig of I 
Eh as, to the end that he may. not only loofe ' 
their knots, or refolve their fcruplcs, but give 
them timely notice of the advent of the Mt(* 
Jias. But notwithftanding.that thetr Ofr 
ces for the Sabbath contain excellent things, 
flceording to tk^ir way of Worfhip, yet ttey 
have thcrem many things apparently trivial 
aod ridiculous. Of whiph we may give ex? 

ample 



pie ia their praying over theLathps^ Wine, 
nd Spices which are brought unto the Sy- 
lagogue. Where the Wifie being confecra- 
edjit is carried home, that therewith they 
lay fprinkle their houfes, to preferve them 
om Witchcraft and Sorceroiis Incantations., 

iiue fikewife wafh therewith the piirts of 
le 'Body that are infirm, and conceive that 
be confecrate Wine yields prefentcure. The 
[pices alio being hallowed, are made ufe of 
orefrelh the Soul that is left alooie in the 
tody when the Sabbath is ended ; for oatha^. 
lay only they hold that every Male-]^^jp has 

Souls. But the confecrate Wine and Spi- 
have yet an higher purpole and vertue, 
or with the Spices they refrefti the Souls 
few on the week-dayes^ becaufe the fire 

Purgatory thereon is believed to fend forth 

Very grievous fkench. And by pouring 
of the confecrate VVine upon the ground^ 

ley imagine Corah and his fcUow-Mutincers 
be affifled* For tney are of Opinion that? 
Jhatfaftiouscrew are ftill living in flames Un- 
ler ground. 

It cannot be denyed,that albeit the Sabbath-* - 
Wcis of the "jeppQs are taken for the greater 
part out of Scripture, but that they enter- 
pain a very Carnal fenfe thereof, and that 
Ithe whole Kc/2 tends more to gratifie theBo- 

than to ferve God. Arid to engrois this 

' unto themfelves, aad to ftiow that the

Now the 
lalt was lb particularly commanded to the 
r/rdelim, that the Jews think no (Siefitik has 
aoy Ihare therein ; that they are not bbuodi 
to its obfervation, and therefore cariribt be 
pumttied for the breach thereof. And upoq \ 
thisaccount, as we but now intimated, theV 
»mploy their (cr^ants and Haves who are not 
of thifir Religion, in every fort of drudg^ 
ty upo^ the Sabbath : that their Dqarinenay 
be iDuftrated by their Praftice, 

And for a further Argurtient of the ap- 
propriation of the Sabbath to the Jewf ^ 
w<?ar thereon no Phylaaciries, becaufe witfe 
«* thde^ the Celebratibn of the Sal?M 
ts tjw^^ fufficieqt to diftltiguifli than 



ftom all other Religions in the World.-- 
The Jewifla Mafters have raifed ho few 
difputes concerning the caufe and reafon of 
the Inftitution Of the Sabbath : with the per- 
fens to whom it belongs : the time when its 
oMervation began.: together with itS obli- 
gation both upon the Originarie .ind Profe- 
lyte Jews.

Twasantiently a Cuftom to winde a Horn, 
or (bund a Trumpet fix times, that every one 
might prepare for the Sabbath 5 but now in 
well-order 'd A flerablies, 'tis proclaimed by a 
Cryer. That they may ceale from work, and 
provide honourably to entertain the Bride, 
zfiz. the Sabbath. 

And therefore when the Evening draws 
nigh, they do no bufineft abroad, but early 
begin the Sabbath, folemnizing Ibme part of 
the remaining week : they repair to the 
Synagogue, and hallow the 'time with Hymns 
and Prayer* 

Now when the Sun begins to leave their 
Hemifphere, the Candles appointed only for 
the Sabbath are fet up : as f bon as they are 
kindled, a Jewifh.woman lifts up both haniJs 
towards them^ and (ayes 5 Blejfed artthou^O 
Lord God^ King of the Worlds that thou haji 
devoted us to thy Service^ and haji commAnir 
ed m to light Candles on the Sabbath. And 
tie like Cuftom is obferved by them on Ho- 
ly-day-Eves, If it be troublclbme weather, 
(c> that the IV.ie be cloudy, the hens teach 
thcai their duty^ for when they fee them go- 
ing to rooft , then the time of providing 

Candles 
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Gandles is approaching : butif any live with- 
out the City, where they want fuch iofor- 
mation, 'they are inftrudted by Ravens and 
Dawsi forthofe Birds provide themfelyes a 
Lodging in the evening. But the rcafons 
to women light up the Candles, and not 
jnen,are by tradition chiefly two : The firft is, ^

They ufe Candles of two forts' bccaofe 
the light of life loft in Eden^ may be refto- 
red again ix>th, to man and woman. The 
reafon that they lift up both hands towards 
the light is, to guard their faces from the 
rayes of the Candle, wh:le(b thev repeat a 
(hort Prayer, which is not to be laid till the 
Candles ace lighted vp. 

The matter whereof the wekes of thefe 
Candles is nlade, and what oyl they make the 
Candles with, may be (cen at large i:ithe Tal- 
mud, to which I refer the Reader. f 

That they let apart Ibmc time of the wj^dk- 
dayes, in which they early begin the ^ab- w- 
bath, is in love to the dead, whofe Souls, ^ 
they (ay, come from Hell or Purgatory to 
keep the Sabbath : for as foon as they enter 
the Synagogue they fing a ftiort Hymn, at the • 
hearing of which, the Souls of the deceafed 
haften from Purgatory , and ru(h into the 
water they firft meet with, to wafh off the 
ftink of the finoak , and cool their flames •-, 
and therefore the Rabbies have ftriftly charg- 
ed that no water fhould be drawn at that time, 
left; thole (ad Souls (hould be difturbed , as 
we regd in RitHalihttt eorum. 

Whilft they are intent on their Devotion^ 
two Angels approach,one good, another evil, 
and place therafelves one againft another in 
the Synagogue : if they hear any one pray- 
ing,, or repeating his Le^ore with a godly 
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intention, him the two Angels lead forth with 
their hands on his head, faying, Thj iniqmti 
w taken away ^ and thy fm if purged. And 
ir at their entrance into the Synagogue they 
find the Candles well kindled, the Table 
well forniftied, the Bed covered with cleaa 
Lmnen; then the good Angel faith, Iwijhl 
may fee all things in thk pofture the next Sab- 
bath, and the bad Angel is forced to fay 
Anten. But if things are not well order'd, 
then the bad Angel fayes (as the good before) 
/ vpijii I may find all things thus the next Sab- 
bath-^ to which the good Spirit, though unwii- 
ling,faycs.4«re«. 

When they come home, they fit down at 
the chief place of the Table, where the Salt 
is placed with a Cup of Wine and two Loaves 
covered with a Napkin : Then the Mailer 
of the Family taking the Cup of Wine, con- 
fecrates the Sabbath, faying j The ftxth day the 
Heavens and the Earth rverefinijljed, and aU 
the haft of them, and on the Jeventh day God 
ended hif vpork^which he had made, andreftd 
the feventh day from aU hk work which he 
had made : and God hlejfed the feventh day ,

cepts, and haft given m a holy Sahhath, and 
in thy good pleafure haft left m an heritage of 
a remembrance of the Creation : it is a token of 
the Communion of Saints, and a remcnfbrance 
of the departure out of Egypt ^ for thou haft 
chofen and fanQified tfs among all Nations s 
thou, out of thine abundant goodnefs haft left 
to Iff thy holy Sabbath: Blejfed art thou O 
Lord who haft hallowed the Sabbath, When 
he hath faid this, he taftsthe Wine, and deli- 
vers it to all prelent to tafte ; then he removes 
the Napkin, and takes the two Loaves, but 
cuts them not before Prayers, as they do on 
week-dayes, but forthwith (ayes, Blefed art 
thtu, Lord our God, Lord of the kVorld, 
who haft caufcd the Earth to bring frth 
bread. After this, he cuts and eats a piece 
of bread, and gives to all that are prefent, 
in larger (hares than on week-dayes s and all 
to honour the Sabbath, wherein all niggard- 
linefs is contemned. 

Whil'ft the Wine is confecrating,every one 
looks diligently on the Candle, becaule the 
wife Rabbres write, that if they travel hard on 
week-dayes they loo(e much of the ftrength 
of their eyes^ and looking on the Candles 
at the Conlecration of the Wine is an effedlual 

remedy.

Spoons, Plates, and Cups furniChed with plen- 
ty of dainties. When all things were fet in 
order, he prailed God, thus : The Earth if the 
lottds^' and the fulnefs thereof: and when 
dj^ Banquet was ended, he gave thanks af. 
t;athis manner : The Heavens, are the Lords^ 
ka^jll^. Earth hath he given to thefons of men. 
^ then the fi^i^ &gaa to enquire of the 
Rutcher how he had got^n fuch riches, and 
^t good W9xkshe had dprte? the^ Butcher 
replyed, Hitherto have I keen a. Butcher^ and 
ifJ^ev^r JJ \jgh^d on, a Beafi fatter than ufu^ 
^Ijrefirved itfpr the ^abbath^ that I might 
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do as tam commanded^ and therefore God hat 
givem me Much riches, for the honour I dg 
to hk day.

And at the fime 
time, there came Aftrologers to the rich man, 
feying : What goodhdji thonof thy riches, .<? thoi 
dareji not bky a good Fi^ with it ; wefini^ 
that the fates have given all thy fiote to jd- 
feph the Sdbbath-ohjermr : he fpares no chat^e 
to honour the day. The rich man took forte' 
notice of what they (aid, and went and fbl4 
ajlhis poffeffions, and with it bought Jewels^ 
and hung them in 'his hat, and r^iblved to 
trawl, tofecure his riches froth Jofeph-, aiid 
takingOiip, he was ib tofsd witija Terapeft, 
tUgt he loft his Hat and Jewels in the Seas 
there came a gr«at Fi(h and iWaowed tftcm 
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b : and a little ^fter,the fame t'ifti was brought 
into the Market to be fold 5 many cheapened 
it," but thought it too dear : at length came 
ii]sJofephyand fcon bought it , arid drcfling 
it, found the Hat and Jewels w^ich the rich 
Traveller had loft : So the Aftrotogers Pre- 
diftions were verified, and Jofeph grew Rich 
oiiafudden.

and the Rabbies inquiring the caufe why he 
had not diftributed them to the poor tfrael- 
ites, the Anfwer was this : That if he had 
pventhemto the Voor, then they inejcpeSati- 
on of having them given pU^ would not have 
fhvided for the Sabbath ^ and therefore if 
itjbould happen phat the Sellers had fold aU, 



md the Voor not provided for fhemfelves, 
then the Sabbath would not have had its due 
honour. 3ut why then did he not caufe them 
10 be^ivcnto the Cattel > it had been better 
tti do fo, than to caft them carelcUy away, 
th^ Anfwer was, rh^thewouldfnot give thofe 
i^ngttoCafUlwhicb men might eat, and from

"|N the moirning they rife not up fo early aj 
:^ 1 on other days s but for the greater pleafiii? 
in honouring the day, they lleep a good part 
of the morning. . And for this cuftom the 
Rttbbies have confulted the Writings of Moftt,^ 
and finde in Numb. 28. where it ts fpokeo (rf 
daily Offerings, that it. is expreffed by the 
word Babboker mune^ that is, the morfting: 
but when it is fpoken of the- Offering of the 
Seventh day^, it is exprelTed by the words Bh 
Sabbathi (that is) the Sabbath day ; intending 
this meaning , thdt the daily Offerings were 
to be performed AntelHcane tempore^ that is, at 
break of day ^and inftead of this on the Sab- 
bath they had Morning-prayerSj and referred 
their Offering till later in the morn : therefore 
tJic Jeijjj fleep longer than on other daies,to 
prepare them for Prayers. 

When they repair to the Synagogue^ they 
pray as on other, but longer, and ling more 
Hymns to honour the day 5 they put not on 
their Fhy ladder ies , as on other dales, becaufe 
they think th^ Sabbath it felf is a iufScient 
figae of the 'jerpi^i Fa/th^ and ordained only 

ior 
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for them to hallow ^ and have therefore no 
need of Circumcifion and Phylafteries,though 
both are fignes by which Jzros are diffinguilh- 
ed and known. 

They bring the Book of the Law out of the 
Ark after the (ame- manner as is declared in 
the ninth Chapter. They read a Scftion out 
of the Law, and divide each Sedioa into fe- 
ven LeffonSjto be read by leven choice men. 

After the reading of the Law, they read 
Leffonsout of the Prophets, which are agree- 
able to the Writings of Mofesi, of which cu- 
ftom this i» the Original : When in old time 
they were forbidden to read ^/?/e/,they chofe a 
Seftion out of the Pr<?/»Ae//, which agreed with 
the Writings of Mofes .-of this there is men- 
tion in the a3s of t\\Q Apoftles , Aft. 1 3- 27* 
rhey which dwell at "jerufdhm , avd their 
Rnkrs knew hiw not^mr the Voices of the Pro- 
fbets which are read evefy Sabbath dty. And 
again, -rffif. 15. 11. Mofes of old time hath in 
every City them that'^each him , Ming read 
in (he Synagogue every Sabbath. But though 
they are not forbidden the reading of Mifes^ 
yet they keep the Old cuftom,andrtad the Pre 

pietsiftet Mofes. 

They pray alfo for. the Souls of the dead 
who have not kept the Sabbath aright : For 
the Rabbies fuppofe that they, both, before and 
atfterthe'SaUbath,are tortured inH6ll-fire^ and 
thereto t^ty pray for them on the Sabbath, 
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that thereon they may have *e(V* They coth 
tinuein prayer not after the fixth hotir o^ tic 
day, being forbidden to faft Of praj iaii^ef^ as 
th^y plead, from the place fb oftcnf recited 
Thujhalt call the Sabbath 4 Vetight, Here 
they fay that the word figqifying jrj Hebrew 
Delight, is written without the iettej %which 
fignifies fix 5 by which the Prophet meant im- 
plicitly that f hey Ihould pray but till the fintlj 
nouf* 

^ When Morniqg-prayef is ended, they pro* 
♦ide for the (econd Banquet 5 and to hanour 
the day,thcy generally indulg6 their Appetites} 
putif it happen that any one have j^ Grange 
pream , as if he (hoiild fee the Book of the 
taw or his hotile burn,, or his teeth ftrook 
Out, or luchlike portending ei'il, he has liber- 
ty to abftain from meat till the evening. He 
who in a dream is offended with meat,and de« 
lightsinfafting,maydoas he hin^lelfpleafethi 
and he that is fo grieved that he caqnot refrain 
from tearsjhe niay weep^|br by it grief is eafed, 
and Cuch plealant weepmg honours the day 5 
but he that fafts pn purpofe on the Sabbath, 
is boutld to faft the next day after, that there^ 
by he may do Penance for detrafting. <roni 
the hoijour of the day. 

After Ditlner the. K^i^^i^j. have thought fit 
to ftudi^ or read in Sacred Writ : for one of 
the* chief S^bbiei relates » that the Sabbatl^

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^ eolnpanion and equal,except to it ^ and God 
atiWcred, Ifrael fluU he thy companion 5 for 
on the Sabbath tl^y (hall learti the Law,where- 
as others are idle.

hit mn Land^onepoffejfeth hk Vine^another hk, 
field: tf^ho then fiaU regard me ^ To which 
Cod faid, Ifrael Jltatl refpeH thee, for on tliie 
Sabbath they (hall not labour. And confider- 
jngthis, they have thought it fit to Ipend ^mc 
time after dinner iniludying the word of God, 
that the Sabbath or the Law n^ight have no 
fliore reaibn pf complaint. 

At the time of Evening Sacrifice they re- 
pair again to the Synagogue, and fay their Er 
vening-prayers,and then eat the third andlafl 
time on the Sabbath : when it begins to de- 
part,they take leave of it with a BlelTine. 

They look upon the oblervance of theie 
three Banquets to be of much concern 5 for 
they think that he who thus oblerves the Sab- 
lath (hall elcape Hell, and be prefcrvcd from- 
thedreadful War oiCog and Magog^zn^ allbbe 
free from the perplexities that (hall attend the 
coming of the Mejjiit : and therefore one 
ofthe Robbies: pray d that his Portion might 
be with tho(e who celebrate the Sabbath with 
three Banquets. 

At Evening they arc again prohibited to 
diawwater out of theRjver or Well, by rea- 
fw of i^e Souk of theVicked deccafed, which 
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igaiti rcftdh themfetves as they are retutnin* 
toHell. . ^ 

At the very departure of the Sabbath, af- 
ter fiipper , one very nimbly draws the Cloth 
from off the Table i for they % that he who 
doth it, (hall in a (hort time be let at libertie.

About the Evening they again go to pray, 
erj, in which they make metition of the Pro- 
i»het Eliasiy for they (ay that his coming was 
promi(ed in the everting c^ the Sabbath or 
fetoe Fea(t-day : ahd when th6 Sabbath is gone, 
they a(k him if he will come the next Sabbath 
and acquaint them With the coming of the 
Me^a, Sonie of them alto write , that the 
Ptophet fate under the Tree of Life id Vdri- 
^fe/t, and r^Hlred the good Works the Jmt 
did pn the Sabbath. 

They continue the(e Prayers till late in the 
hightjout of love to the Souls of the wicked, 
that they may have the more re(pit from tor- 
thents ; tor as it is in the Evening on Fritlay 
pro<i|aimed in Hell, by Duotah an Angel that 
is Ruler among the Spirits, that the wicked 
may goto their reft as the jem do and all^- 
rael on the Sabbath : So when the Prayers 
are' ended, the Spirit cries again, Return p 
wicked into Hell, for the Jews have don^ Vfay 
erf. 

. As (oon as the Hymn Bemdinte is ehiJed,

Thus faith the 
lord Gody he that created the heavens^ and 
ftretched them outs he that fpread forth the 
earth^andthat which cometh out of it ^ he that 
giveth breath to the people uponit^ andfpiritto 
them that walk, therein. From this Text they 
iittribute to man two Souls, which with the 
true Natural Soul always inherent make three: 
moreover they fay, that when a man fleeps, 
thefe two adventitious Souls ftcal from him j 
one alcendsto Heaven, and there hears all fu» 
ture Events 9 the other roves about the Earth, 
and there beholds nought but folly and vanity 5 
and this they call the Irrational or Brutith Soul ;

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He who defireth to know more of this, 
let him cOnftirt Rabbi Bockki in his Expofiti- 
01) of tht eighteenth Chapter 6f "Exoduf^ 
where he writes much concerning theSabbath. 
And becaufe God hath commanded in the 
bw, that not only Man but Beaft alfo (hould 
reft on the Sabbath 5 they make great inqui- 
ry how far a Horfe or an Aft may travel on the 
iSabbath;^ and whether it may carry any thing 
CQ it ? And here they fay, that no bealt ought 
to carry any thing on the Sabbath, but that 
With which it is led, as a Horfeor A Is may car- 
ry a Bridle or Halter 5 and thele too muft be 
put on on Friday before the Sabbath begins. 
They ought not to let a Horfe go abroad with 
a Saddle on, rnuchlcfs muft one ride upon it. 
If any one come home on the Sabbath with a 
Saddle on, they may loofe the Girts, but net 
fake off the Saddle s if the Horfe ftiake it off, 
then tlie "jexo is free. 

The Cock is not to be let loofe with a piece 
of cloth tied to his leg or wing, but is to be 
loofed on Friday, that it may reft on the Sub- 
bath, 

If a Beaft fall into a Pit on the Sabbnth, 
artd cannot get forth oi it fclf, it is to be fed 
iii the place till the Sabbath is ended, and then 
to be holpen out. If the place be (b dccn 
that the beaft is in danger of being diowntd, 
then they are to put ftraw (and fuch-likc ftufl } 
under it, to preferve it 5 and if it get out oi 
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't felf, then the Jew is free. But this fccms to 
contradia that anfwer Chrtft nia<le to the 'jewsf 
when they blarped him for healing oq the 
Sabbath-day, Mat.i2,li. lV^ch*fyvu((z\t\i 
he) having an Ox or 'tn A^ fallen into a p]t, 
will not jhaightvpay help him out HtftheSahhalh- 
day .<? But this is the injuiiaioa oif the TnU

. On the Sabbath, a Chriftian may milk .the 
Jews Gow5 or Goats ^ but the Jev^i muft not 
eat the milk, unleft they buy it of the Chii- 
ftians, as they ulually do. The men or wo« 
men muft not run on the Sabbath, unlels they 
be commanded of God 5 neither muft they 
ftepmore than the length of a Cubit at once, 
left they hurt the eye-fight. No man ousht 
to carry any fort of weapon, neither itiufta 
Taylor caiTy needles on his lleeve. 

It any one be lame or lick, fo that he can- 
not walk without a ftatr, he may ufc it 5 but 
he who is bUnde may not. They muft not 
ufe Stilts to help them over the water; foi 
though they feem to carry a man, yet are they 
born of him ^ and any burthen is forbidden 
on the Sabbath. They muft carry no moneys 
with them on the Sabbath. They may Ihakt 
off the dirt from their fhoos againft a wall, 
but not on .the ground, left they may fecm td 
fiir the ditch. If any one have dirt on hisl 
hands, he may wipe them on his horfe-ipanea 
but waftii ng is forbidden. They are forbiddenl 



to catch Flies Qr CnatS which ftick on the'i: 
Gafinei|ts, or creep on the ground 5 but if they 
ofenH'^herh, they may catch them, not hurtirig 
tterrt,'attdthr<yY them away. A Louie may 
Be' tilled 5 IJut brie of the Rabhier faith, Hfe 
who kiljs a tt)U(e on the Sabbath, breaks it as 
touch as he who kills a Camel : and this rai- 
fethadifpute, what waSto be done with fiich 
ofertlive crieattires ; and it was agreed, that 
tiiofe creatures which were generated by na- 
tural coition, (hpuldnot be hurt ^ (and there- 
lore Flies were free)but thofe which wtre bred 
ofirol-rupt, putrified tnattef, were to be kil- 
led (and therefore Lice.) '- 
They aire forbidden to climb trees, left they 
Ihould break the boughs. He who feeds his 
H|ep ^ncj Chickens in any opeii place where 
theVain may fall, with any Cotn, muft nQt 
jgiVeth^Oi more than they can eat, left when it 
rains It Jhbul*grow, and fo he might be faidto 
tow On the Sabbath 5 which is a fin unpardo- 
nable. They muft not knock at the dore 
with the iron hammer, left they may teem to 
drive a nail i and thcrdoK ChaJ/atf, the Sex- 
tod, doth knock with his fift. They may not 
knock with the fingers on the table, nor write 
on (and or aftjes, but they may in the A ir. No 
PiOrpre, either in paper or wax,^is to be de- 

Tlifumof all that they are forbiiden, is 
cqnteiftcd in 39 Articles, to which all lefltr 
diatt«« are reducible. Ma' The 
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The Firft Article concerns Plowing; under 
which, is. comprehended dreiling of Gardens, 
removing Herbs, letting Trees, planting Vines, 
digging,pruning,d^c. whereby the growth of 
any thing may be improved ; and becaufeit 
is not lawful to fill Ditches^ the Rabbks have 
thought fit that the Chambers fhould be fprink- 
led with water, that the duft might not arife; 
but fweeping is forbidden, left thiereby any 
little chink in the Chamber thould be filled: 
and for this reaibn, they would not throw nut- 
ihels towards the Ditch, left peradventure they 
might fall into it. 

The Second Article concerns Reaping ; un- 
der which, is contained gathering any kindeof 
Fruit, which they are forbidden 5 as alio to 
take honey from the Bees , and iuch-likc. 
They may on the Sabbath eat tmy Fruit as it 
hangs on the ftalk, but not br^ak the^ftaik : 
they may not go over a Corn-field newly 
Ibwn, left the Corn Uiould ftick to their Ihqoj, 
which is, as if the-y had purpofed to take it. 
And it leems that the Jews were offended with 
our Saviour, for the breach of this Article, 
when his Difciples plucktoff the cars of Cora 
on the Sabbath, Mat. 12. 

The Third Article refpefts Thralhing^ to 
which pertaineth beating of Hemp or Flax, 
to prels any moift Fruits, as Grapes, andfiich- 
1 i kc. Milk ing is alio contained under this Ar- 
ticje; tut the Rubbies Aoxn't as yet agree a- 
bout it, ToU 
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You may judge of the other Articles ac- 
tordingly ; The difference betwixt the gene- 
ral ones, and thole contained under them, is 
not great. He who beareth falle witnels a- 
gainft another,^ is to be ftoncd ^ and he who 
willingly fins, him God (hall judge, and root 
put of the Land of the Living. Thefe are 
explained in the Talmud^ in TraHatu cle Sab- 
h(ttho^ Chapter 7. with many more, but they 
are too tedious to be named. 

And though the J^jDj- think that they right- 
ly obferve the Sabbath, yet they may be con- 
vinced of the contrary from their own Con- 
fcience : For we read in the Talmud^ that he 
who ob(erveth all the Ceremonies of the Sab- 
bath to do them, fhall have free pardon of all 
fms 5 yea though he be an Idolater, as Enochy 
ia whofetime they l-fay this fin had its Origi- 
nal; According to Gen. 4. 26. *thcn began 
mm to call u}onthe Nawe of the Lord: And 
E/i/thc 56.2. Bleffed k the man that ks^feth 
the Sabbath from polluting it. Rabbi Juda 
faid. If the J^^e/zfej- had kept the firfl: "Sab- 
bath aright, immediately after the Law waff 
given, no Nation would ever have overcome 
them. And another Rabbi (aid, If they had 
kept the two firft Sabbaths aright, thev had 
foonbeen fet at liberty 5 according to Efay 56. 
^.They that \eep mj Sabbaths aright^ theni mS 
tbring back^ into my holy Mountain^ (that is, 
'itrufakm^y But feeing they are not, neither 
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^f? like to be (et at liberty, it muft need^be 
bccaufethey have not kept the Sabbath aright, 
aisithcyconfelfed, while the Temple ftood at 
^erufalemf As the T^/^^sfW exprdly fpeaketh ^ 
For no other reajon was the Temple at Jtrufa- 
lem dejiroj/ed^ but becaufe the Jews ohfervd 
not the Sabbath aright. As it is written, Eztk. 
?2*27. They have hid their eyes from my Sab* 
lath ^ and I am poUuted among them. The 
Jews celebrate the Sabbath with Wine, Fifli, 
and FIe(h, and all kiade of Delights : thc7 
abftainfrom work, and are not at any time de- 
firpus to do any thing, but only command the 
jpoor Chriftlans^ and therefore boaft,, that 
they are Lords over them,

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Chap. XVIII. 
Of the Jews Feafts : the wanner of 
their Celebration. 

IN the Order of Prayers nccording to the 
i Hebrew life, the Offices for the Feftivals 
immediately follow thofe of the Sabbath, 
thou^rh the Service-book doth not yield Ofli- 
ces for every Feaft which are in prefent ob- 
fervatioii with them. For befides a peculiar 
Order for the r«r/>, there is but one general 
Office for all the reft. 

Now befides what occurs in Holy Writ 
concerning the inftitution and reafon of the 
Jewilh Feltivals, there are Ibme modern Cu- 
ftoms chiefly therein to be confidercd, vvhich 
We (hall refer to the fever.il Fenjls^ and only 
give them a naked enumeration. 

The chief both of the Anticnt and Mo- 
dem Jewiftl Feftivals, are the Pa f over, th 
TeS of Weeks or PentecoB, and the FcalW^ 
Tabernacles, ThePallbveristhefirft bothm 
time and dignity, and the Divine Scriptufcs 
exhibit enough in teftiroony both of its 1«(H- 
tution and Dcligne : So that we (^^ly f ^- 
ciniftly fet down the ufual Rites q|t;h;^jfe 

obfef vatioa. %'^^ * * f. 

AadiQ the firft place, the Jem efteem the 
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PafTover of ib great moment, that their prepa- 
ration for it§ fblemnity is much more great, 
than to all the other Feftivals. For the 
Wealthier and Devouter (brt Tpend above a 
Lunar Month in preparing for its cdmiaS;. But 
their preparations confili: not in any Spintual 
exercife, but in a carnal providing for thebo- 
^y. Wheve they u(c no. Ihiall cyriofity apd 
diligence in getting thefineft Wheat for the 
unleavened bread, which by Divine appoint- 
ment is thereon to be eaten/ And What is 
very corximendable, the RJcber are careful to 
provide the Poorer with fine Wheat for the 
i'Mzip pur pofe gratis ^ out of their own Store. 
^ For they account it a great Scandal to ihcir 
* Religion, that any jfr^ fhoul.d be unprovided 
<)f things requii^tc to fo facred a cckbration. 
The two or three daies before the. Palioycr, are 
fpcnt in cleanllng their houfes, and waftung 
tlieir Furniture of braft, pewter, and iron. Op 
the Eve of the Fea{\, the Firft-born of the Fa; 
i.nily always fafts ; and the reft of the houlhold 
;;;c iraployed in learching every corner, that 
!V>t r^ crura of leaven.'d bre^d may remain till 
V:e Paflbyer. And becaufe they pray that 
i.ot the Icali mite may elcape their difcovery, 
ii is ordinary with them to caft Ibme pieces of 
h.\u\ crnfts into the fecret corners, that find- 
i yy thcin, they may not be (aid toh^ve pray'd 
i-:: vain. Wbattbever criims they meet with, 
U»v'}' are carefully laid up till the next morn- 
ing, 
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iflff, when they are burn'd h and all this to 
teftifie their efpecial diligence to obferve the 
Law concerning the Paiflbver. 

The Sabbath immediately antecedent to 
this Feftival , is for' its fingular and peculiar 
Sanaity , ftiled the Qreat sabbath : which 
name was occafioned by a Miratle that thereon 
happned : of which the Rabbfet give this (hort 

Legend. 

Our Anceftors, when they lived m Egypt, 
taking their Pafchal Lambs,according to Gods 
appointment , upon the tenth day ot the 
month, and tying them to their bed-pofts, that 

./ might have them ready to kill upon the 
fourteenth day of the month 5 ( which in- 
terim of time ( from the tenth to the four- 
teenth day ) they were to fpend in meditation 
of their deliverance , and in fearching if the 
Lamb was without blemilh.) The Egyptiam 
demanding a reafon of their fo doing, the He- 
hews told them, that their Lambs were kept 
to be killed at their Paffover. The Egypt U»t 
murmured greatly thereat,and grew very.much 
incenfed againft the Hebrem for kiUmg the 
Lamb , becaufe it fo much refemblcd one of 
their Gods.For they had placed v<r/w,th?Ram, 
one of theCcleftial fignes, in the number of 
their Deities. Whereupon the Egyptiattsbcpm 
to complot the He^rtfwx Ruine, but were (ud|<; 
<lenly ftruck with io muchhorrour, that they 
dwft act open their lips, nor move a finger, a- 
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gaiaft them : And becaufe this happened the 
next Sabbath before the Partbver, it was there 
tOK cilkd the Great Sabhat^ : On which they 
make long difcouyles, relating to the Oftii- 
nance and Ufcof thg Paflbver. 

While they are fearching and clean fine* their 
honles, they are eithcrto be filcnt, or toYpeak 
of nothing but finding otjt and burning the 
leavened bread. And at the lighting of 
the Candle wherewith the Crums are fought 
for, the Father of the Family faith this Bene- 
diction :

And in Barbary this taOs. is not Icm 
ordifficiflt, becaufe the Jews ufe fmall hand- 
fflills, iike the Moors, Next, the Matter of 
the houle, betwixt Sun-fet aiid Stir-light » 
draws water and puts it in fuch confecrate Vef- 
felsis arb piirpofely fet apart for their Feftivals. 
And When all things are inreaditiefs, they fall 
to baking of the Pafcal Cakes : Which are of 
around hguire, and without any other m^- 
dient, than pure watei: and fine flour ^ which 
fnuft have been two or thrte daies ground be- 
fore they ufe it. And this they do , left the 
heat it takes in gtmdirig, ftiould make it fmelly 
and grow leavenifti. If in krieading or raouU 
ding the Cakes,any part of the dough happcti 
to fall to the earth, thfey muft not take it up. 
but leave it to be eaten by any crea^rc tWt 
has a minde tTiereunto. For they are of ojii^ 
iiion, that the leaft cruin failirig to th'* ground 
being taken and put to the tfeft, will fowertht

Upon the 
day of the Paffover, they compofe therafelves 
to a ftatcly Gefturc of body, and an imperi- 
ous Carriage , only to fignifie thereby their 
deliverance from Egyptian Bondage, A nd the 
jvomen which at other times fit hanging their 
lieads , at thw Feaft look loftily , cxprcffing 
thereby Alacrity and Triumph. 

In eating the Pafchal Lamb, the 'jem of all 
Countries ufe the fame Ritual. Four Diflies 
make up their EiU of Fare 5 which aire thefe: 
The firft Di(h contains three Pafchal Cakesi 
^he uppermoft whereof reprefents the High- 
Prieft; the middle,theLevite 5& the lowermoft, 
the Common Hebrews. The fecond Difh, is 
a Leg of Lamb or Kid rofted, together with 
an Hen-egg; Themyfteryof which M mor- 

fel, 
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ja,j(i?puld never meet with any ^ew was able 
to reveal. The third Difh, is a deal of thick 
Stuff mWh like tjie JHfew Culcuflbw^ but of 
ttuch better ingredients : I'or the Moors make 
theirs of meer water . arid flour, or crum'd 
btadj but the Jem put feveral (pices in 
theirs : and the bettet to tnake it reprelent 
the colour of the bricks they made in ^g^pt^ 
they tinftuire it with Saffron. The fourth 
Difti, is ^ gken Salad atteiided with Vinegre, 
in which theydipping the Salad, call to minde 
the iower herbs wherewith their Fathers were 
commanded to eat the Paffover. At this 
Feaft every J&» is to drink Wine, but none 
to exceed four glaffes, and none to refiife (p 
many. Before they lie down to eat, the Chief

Chap. XIX. 
Of their Pentccuft,or Feaji ofweekj, 

'TpHe meaning and inftitution of thisFefti- 
i val may partly be learned from its name. 
For Fepftecoji denotes the time of itsobferva- 
tion, which was the fiftieth day,reckoningfrom 
theiecond of the Paflbver. It was alfo called 
the Feaft of Harveft, and of FirSi- fruits-, be- 
cau(e the 'jerps then began their HarVeft , and 
offered the firft Fruits of the Earth, Exod. 23. 
16. And feeing they cannot keep this Feaft 
according to its firft Inftitution, they fpend 
the time allotted thereunto in praying for their 
Reftaiiratipn, that God would haften their re- 
turn to C47/44»,and the rebuilding of the Tem- 
ple : For which they ufe this form. 

Let it be thy good pleafure, Lord our Gody 
*ftdtke,C(fd of our Fathers^ that thehoufe of 
thy SaffSluary may ffeedily be rebuilt in our 
daiet ♦• and give HS, our portion iu thy Law. 

And indeed, this Fjeaft may well bear the 
title of the Feaft of Harveft, becgufe itcon- 
taind the weeks ufual for that fcalbn; which 
were bounded with two remarkable daies, 
whereof the one begaq, and the other ended 

the 
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the Harveft. The fdrmer wds called rhefe- 
cotfd of the Paffbvei^, iarid the later the Pente^- 
coft. And from this fecond day of the Pair- 
bver , they number their Sabbaths, which Cu- 
ftom explains the Aii/TijSTyaw, AstmyoTjiTO, See. Sah- 
hatwm^ u(ed in the Gofpel. 

At this Fef Hval, the jpreleht Ceremonies are 
but few : only they carry the Law twice in 
'Procejjton, and read out of it fuch portions as 
concern the Oblations which were of old ac- 
cuftomed to be offered. And thefe parcels 
of the Law are after a moft foleran manner 
read by fiye' Q:\qCi Jews, f heir entertain- 
ments likewile are at this time Very plain and 
frugal 5 ufing little flefli-diet, though they arc 
bound to ufc (bme, that they riiay not corttrd- 
dift their oWn rule : ^ FeJji without fiejh, k 
tifithoui joy. But ftill white meats, arid con- 
fcdion of milks , are their prime Delicacies. 
And this (<>rt of Viand is at this time made ufe, ; 
of, out of nolefs niyftery, than that by its co- 
lour and dulcoiir, they might be remember'd 
of the purity and delightfulnefi of the Law. 
To which tlifey allude the to verfe 6f the ij 
Tfalm. 

They h^vea Cuftora at this Feaft to ftrow 
the Synagogues, their dwelling Houles, and 
the Streets ( if they have leave ) with Greens, 
and to wear fome upon their heads 5 out of 
no deeper niyftery, than to commemorate thj|t 
pleafent Verdure whiph Was upon Mouiit

jn^de of green Can^s, it is ijpjv generally 
itiown arnorig them by the Sp^riKh pame of 
Miejia 4e las (writing as it Js prOiiounc^d ) 
Wpi0:,ixthh FeajidfReedr. ' Andtjie end 
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and it lafts eight daics. The Tnllitmion herc- 
oC is to be met vvith, Daa. 1 6. and Exod. 22, 
and 34- Now, as of old, the chief Solemni.' 
ty artd obfervation of this FcOival is confined 
to thefiiftand lecondday thereof 

In th^t Liturgie of the Jews (which I have 
fo often named ) there is no proper Office for 
this Fpaft:> fo that thereon they do no more 
but go to the Synagogue, and there folemnize 
the Vfnal Service^ and •thence, haften hometo 
their Booths, Bowers, Tents, or Tabernacles 5 
which they finde furniftied as richly as their 
Eftateand Fortunes will make them. During 
the whole eight dales of this Feftival,they live 
in their Booths, and adorn them with the Fur- 
faiture of their houfes ^ and conflantly lodge 
therein, unlcft itfdl out that the rains (which 
\nBarbary often begin in Scptemkr^xhe linieof 
thisFeait) force them into more comfortable 
lodgings. 

PaHl^Fagi^(^ on Levit. 23.) reports out 
of the Rabbi f^s^ that tvcty man was bound e- 
very morning to bring a burden of Cittern, 
Palm , ^llrtle or Willow- boughs, toward the 
making of thed* Booths. And this burden 
vyas called Hofaf^na. And the cutting down 
of the Boughs, and ftrowihg theth in the Ni^^ 
and crying Bofarsfi^toi^^^^ rodetto

Jxw^hs in their hands, and to fiiake them to-^ 
•jv^rd the four Cardinal Points of Heaven j be- 
ginning pt the Eaft. And by this aftion thpy 
fereteCand threaten deftfuftion to all the ends 
of the Earth that oppole them. With thcfe 
Bpqghs alfo they make a great noire,in allufioia 
to the 12 verfe of the 6p Vfdlm^ and alio to 
jeirifie the Devil, and triumph over fin* At 
the (hakii^g of thefe Bpughs, they ufe thefe 
words :

Atthjstimealfo, the Law is brpnghttothe 
leading-place, about which they walk witl? 
g^eat ftare ^ and nothing but threatnin^and 
wdoi7 appear in their Ipoks. This th^y do 
fe;yen times, in memory of their Fathers corny 
paning the walls of Hiericho. But pthprs fay. 
That this (compafrmg of the R^ading-pla<:e 
(even times, is in prediaion of the cef t^ia ru? 
ineof their Eneriiies, And this notic^. of tlje 
Ceremonie^ is very agreeable to the ^^^f Mf f - 
rji which is now ufed by them : Wherein they 
profoundly eurfe the Chriftigns 5 defjritig that 
Cod wpuld fmite them as he did thp FiFft-bom 
^Bgm. And;though x\{\% Direful Prayer is 
Bot.fouiMi in that Liturgie printed at Femfe^ 
Xas I above-meivioaed ) yet I amaflSired pj 
Ji good Author, that it is extapt in the 
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Machfor o£ the Cracoviau IwpreJJior/. 

Upon the laft day of this Feftival, the UB 

Se&ion of the Law is conftantly read, and the 

firft Seftion begun. For they begin and end 

the teflon of the Law on the fame day, to de- 

clare their joy therein. This laft day of the 

Feaft of Tents, is called the Great day of the 

Feaji, S.John 7. 37. whsr&Trewelri^ obferves, 

that on the laft of Tabernacles, the antient 

, Jervs ufed to incprnpafi the Altar (as the mo. 

oem Jews now the Reading-place ) with 

Palms in their hands , crying Hofatttia , that 

is, Preferve us roe befeech thee : Whence it was 

called Hafatifiii Rabba^ or the Great Holanna, 

or the Chief of the Feaft : And that on the 

fame day they drew water from the Welldi 

shHeah at the foot of Mount Sion , ^nd 

' brought it to the Temple, where the Priejls 

mingled it with the beft Wine, and poured it 

OQthe Altar: and that the people fang thefc 

words o£ Efajf :; With Joy Jljall they draw 

water out of the Wells of Salvation. To which 

our Saviour is thought to have alluded,in that 

ipeeeh which on this day he made ufe of, S. 

John J. ^B: Every one that helieveth in »f, 

out of his belly fhall flow living tvatcrr. 

When they have biiilt their Tabernacles, 
they may not ufe them till the Father of the 
Family hath confecrated both them and all 
the Utenlils of the Feaft: wherein he gives 
God thanks that he bath chofen and fanftified 

the 



the jfewx above all other Nations, and that to 
them only belongs the habitation in Tents. At 
the expiration of the Feaft, when they come 
oiitof their Tabernacles, the Chief of the Fa- 
mily fiith thefe words : Cod grant that the 
Mojping year voe may dwell in the Tent of the 
Leviathan. The niyftery of which Prayer de- 
piends upon the Opinion that the Jews have of 
eating with their Mejftas of the great Fifti c^X' 
kdiLevsiihan :, which they imagine to be of 
El Poetical Magnitude, and preferved on pur- 
fofe for th^t great Entertainment to which 
they (hall all be invited by Mejfias^^ at his com^ 
ing. And the Prayer above-named , has re- 
fpeft to this Opinion, and dcfignes no more 
than their defircs that their King m»y have a 
fpeedy adventi 

And having now taketi this fliort view of the 
prefent Rites wherewith the Jews celebrate 
tbei| three Cardinal Feafis^ their Minor Fefti*. 
vais come next to be confideredi Among 
which, their Purim or Feaji of Lotstaents the 
firft reraenifarance ; For to it is allotted a pro- 
per Office^ which honour is not granted XQ any 
rf the reft. 
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Qf ihe Jews FHrm , or Feajl aj; 
\[Jets. 
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'T^He word Purim is Perfici, and figniliej 
1 Lots 5 and the Feaft' bears this name 
from the occafion of its Inftitution , which 
without the trouble of tranfcribing, is to be 
Teen at Jarge in the Book of Ejiier. The 
Mifchiefs plotted againftthe Jeivs, falHng up- 
on their Enettiies , and thofe being killed by 
them who defigned their deftrudion ^ arid all 
this happening upon the 1 3 of the Month A- 
dar, anfwering to our February , and ending 
upon the 14 of the fame Month : in nien.ory 
of. their own deliverance, and the deftruftioa 
ef their Enemies , the Jews keep thofe two 

daies Feftival , whereon they both happen- 
ed.

After the Ex- 
piation is thus ended, they continue a Ipate 
fefting at the Synagogue , and then return 
home to feaft ; and to teftifie their mutual 
Peace and Reconcilement. 

Their next Feaft is that of Dedicatioft^ 
whole Inftitution we meet with in i Mtccak 
4. 59. Moreover Judas a»d hif hethrex, &c. 
And this our Saviour honour d with his pre- 
fence, S. John 10. 2 a. not to countenance the 
abules, but to own its appointment , and to 
approve the Confecration and Dedication of 
times and places to Gods fer vice.

And if within three daies he make not his 
Peace with the offended Rabhi^ the Excommu- 
nication is aggravated , and pronounced bo 
fore witnefs in open Cotirt by a Rabbi , who 
fuperaddes thereunto a Solemn MalediftionJ 
If the Excommunicate flic to another Coun- 
try^ the Curfe follows him, and he is ient before 
to beg pardon and be abfolved in the fame 
place where the Crime was committed 5 or in 
cafe of contumacie, the Execration is aggrava-] 
ted* Sometimes the delinquent Jeip frees him- 
(elf fromi the whole Cenfure by turning Rene-I 
gate* 

The Mafters, of which the Court confiftsJ 
are chofen upon their Reputation for their 
Learaednefi in the Law, and Integrity of their 
Manners: and for a clearer teftimony of the} 
former, they fbmetime are tried by Dilputati- 
on. But befides Vvderftavdifi^ and GcodlifeS 
there is a competent Age required to make a 
Mafier. Who upon Eledion, is inverted with 
Authority in this form; . I 
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tthold. Hands are laid upon thee, and Pomr is 
given thee to exercife Authority in thwgs 
Criminal. 

That which moft tends to the Comraenda- 
ttOQ of the Jewifti Courts, arc (as I (aid)

Another way of railing Provifions for the 
Poor^ are the Legacies and Bequeathments of 
dying perfons : For the Jcjvj have'a Rule,- 
that none die iafely,\!'/ho bequeath not fome 
part of their Eftatcs to the Corban'of the Poor. 
Next they have their Contributions 5 and out 
of all thefe together they raifc Portions, and 
make provifions for- Orphans and indigent Fe- 
males, and the NecefTitoiis in general. And to 
prevent all Sophifticatioti and partiality herd- 
m, the, poorer Females* are provided for by 
Lot ^ and without rcCpcdi of Circumftances, 
thod* on whom the Lot falls, are firft placed {A 
Marriage. They mordovcr permit ■ the fiwr 
upon cveryJriday and lioiy-dayTCveto receive 
private Alms, to honour (that is, tokeep^ the 
Sabhath and the Feftiyal- with. They have 
alfo their Kibbut^ox Letters ofQoUc&fon, by 
which' the Indigent has' hberty torgo from Sy- 
nagogue to Synagogue^' to rcccivethe Bene- 
volence of their .GQuntry-me^,.: And thele 
Kibbn::, much referable our Bridfs. In them 
the Poverty, Religion^adtloiiefty -of the Bear- 
ers are certified, who.are'firiil to produce them 
to t\iQ Chief Mijlcr6<it\i^ Synago^e ^ and he 
having given his approbation thereof, appomts

therefore towatd the ftriiftute thereof, every 
fiying ^eii» that Is able, Contributes fomethin^ 
For they have erefted a Treafiiry to this puri 
poie\ which is managed by the Maflers , and 
carefully improved by them. The reft of the 
Eftate is divided among the Wives and Chil- 
dren : The Wives firft taking oat their Dow- 
ries doubled. If the Children of the dying 
Jierfon be very young , the Majier is to bk 
iheir Guardian 5 who with a fignal care laboufsf 
to impro\'e their Fortunes. The Alms like* 
wife are depofite in the Rabbits hands,who out 
of them difpofcth of fome Females every year 
in Marriage. 

When the fick man has fct his houfc in order, 
and is Under evident indications of Death, ^ 
He makes confeffion of his Faith , and in a 
(hoitOraifoii is recommended to Mercie. And 
the breath is no fooner out of his Noftrils, 
but they prepare for his Funeral, which is al- 
ways within the natural day of his Depar- 
ture. And firft the Corps is waftied in clean 
water 5 or if he be rich, in water of RofeSjO- 
range-flowerSj or any thing that is Ar6matick« 
While the Corps is thus making clean, they 
pray that God would deanft the Soul from all 
the defilements that it had contrafted in the 
body. This cerepiony of waftiing being fini- 
flied, they put the Corps in a clean Shirt and 
Drawers, and then a Strip of linnen relembling 
the ZiAitbi, and after all, they ibw him in a 
•'■'■•-■ very 
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very white Sheet , and put him into a Cof- 
fin.. 

^thc relations of the Deceafed, for feven 
daie^ after theInterment,ftirnot abroad 5 or if 
by lotn« extraordinary occafion they are for- 
ced to gQ out of doors, it is without Shoos 1 
which 1$ a token with them , that they have 
loft a dear Friencl. For the feven dales that 
they ftay within, the Neighbours come to the 
houfe to pray with them 5 and their Mourning 
habit IS eitlier a black Ganipke , or the fame 
clothes they wore when the party died. 

The Corps is born by four to the place of 
Burial, in this proceffion : In the flift rank 
march the Chach^ms or Priefts, nejit to them 
the kmdred ofthe Deceafed, after whom come 
thofe that are Invited to the Funeral ^ and all 
finginginafortof plain-fongthe 4Qth Pfalm, 
And if It laft not till they come to the Grave, 
they begin It again. At the Grave, ten Kab- 
htes, or fo many old Jetvs in their room, fayo- 
Ver tome certain Plalms, com pofed by the Ral,- 
^i»f for that putpofe. y\nd when they are 
ended, the Corps is laid in the Grave and co- 
vered with Earth, and thf^ Rahhies compaffing 
the Grave feven times, fay , Fro7» the Earth 
thou cameft, and to the Earth thou art returned. 
After this is done, they return from the Grave 
to the houfeof the Dec^fed, where one, who 
A^ chief Mourner receives, them^ with his Taws 
tied up with a linnen Cloth , after the fame 

manner 




inanner that they binde up the Dead. A nd by 
ihis the Mourner is laid to teftifie that he was 
ready to die with his Friend. And thus muf* 
fled the Mourner goes- for (even daies ; during 
which time the reft of his Friends qome twitb 
every twenty four hours to pray with hiftj. 
Atthc eiid of thefe feven daies, the Frieqdfi of 
the Deceafed repair to his Grave, viiiich they 
cover with a black Cloth, and (ay this Prayer, 
fideSjiracides 22, 2^, 

Judge of the Truth , who Jfidgeji truly ^ b^ 
Judge of the Truth -^ for all thy Judgements 
are Jufiice and Truth.. 

A nd then the Kin'^redof the Dead wifti one 
another good health and Comfort. And the 
fame Ceremonie is repeated precilely that day 
twelvemonth j till which time the Obfequies 
are incompleat. 

If the Friends ofthe Deceafedbe devout,they 
often every Week repair to his Grave, where 
they make great Lamentation and bitter Wee-t 
ping over him 3 they pray at the lame time, 7hat 
God would pardon hiijSins , and receive hint 
into the Garden. Meaning the Garden out of 
which Adam WAS caOif when he became dilb- 
bedient. 

In the Funeral -Rites ofthe Jervsythe fime 
order is obferved for bpth Sexes : only with 
ihis Decorum jthat the Women meddle not with

It mayiibt be unfit to oWcrve, that though 
ihe\'^>d(^ra Ceremonies qf Burial are neither 
fo nuiftcrbus nor coftly asthofe of old among 
the Jem I yet they do not rttuch varie from 
them : For the waftiing of the Body Was in ufe 
at the time of Tahitha's deaths and the Chief 
Mourner, (poken of before, as alfo the Weekly 
Lamenting of the Dead, refers to the Women 
hir«l to lament at Burials : And which the 
Scr ipture calls jWow^-w^g-^^jwe*, Jerem.^. i^. 
the fame with the ?r£Jic£ among the Romani. 
They likewiic agree in the places of Burial, 
which are now as formerly without the Towns 
orCities where they live, except that in Fet, 
they have a Burying-place within the City, 
iidjoynhig to tht Jtt^eria , or the part where 
th<TMve V as was laid in the entrance of this 
Di^cdutfe. Enquiring after InCcriptions or 
Epitaphs, and tliough often in the Burying- 
place for tteltieftd, I could fee none, nor any 
other S(»te about the Graves than Green Turf 
and Boughs.

They are very wary that none of the Earth 
taken out of the Grave remain uncaft upon 
the Corps y for they imagine this were to up- 
braid the Dead, as if theBarthi (hould difdain 
to cover him. There are m:';iy other miaute 
Ceremonies relating to the Jewilh Interment, 
omitted chiiefly upon the (iccouht of thpir '"-^'' 
importance.

Among the fatal Impediments refpefting tm 
'jews Converfion in general , their own in- 
grafted Ferverfne^ , and pbftinate adherencf 
to the Doftrines of tlieir Fore-Fathers , may 
be reckoned^ for the, chiefs and indeed, th? 
root of all the reft. As to the former, the Jewf 
are Notorious therein above all other people} 
jhough the latter be a thing commoo to the 
Helyrm with othpr Nation?. For aot onoly 
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Cotta in Cicero, but moft jncn oF any parts or 
Education, have thought themfelves under no 
fmall obligation to keep clofc to the Traditions 
of their Fathers^ although no rational Evi- 
dence could be produced for the matter of the 
Tradition. Z>»Hat tptihi fatk eji Ma) ores no- 
Jlros itatradidijfe (which was Cotta's) is the 
ultimate Refolution of the Jews Religion, 
And not to (peak of the obftiaacie of Educa. 
tioa in this particular, we finde even the re- 
nowned Prqpqgatprs of Chriftianity com- 
plaining of a Trioribus Credere , as the moft 
knotty and ftubborn objection they met with. 
And when the Jews (fuch I mean as are 
confiderate and ingenious) do freely acknow- 
ledge the Religion of Chriftians to be very 
conformable to the Law of Nature, which 
they account the PrincipaU yet left they 
fhould fcem to think themlelves Wifer than 
their Anceftors, and fo incur the imputation of 
being Vroud, or upon the change of their 
Faith to be branded for Inconfinncy 5 they re- 
(blutely retain the Religion in which their 
Forefathers lived and died, and thought them- 
felves happy andfecure. And this is fpoken not 
upon Trufi, but Experience : For upon a fair 
occafion prefling a Spanifi Jew with the evi- 
dent danger he was in, if after means of Convi- 
ftion hcihould obftinatelydieinhis Judaifmj 
h^ made no other Reply , but that he de- 
fired to be in no better State, nor to be ac- 
counted 
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codnted wilcr than the Sahies ox Wife men of 
his Nation. And that if he was Damn'd, (b 
would Rabbi Ben Marmff/t^ Rabbi Salomon Jar^ 
chi ( and fb run over a large Catalogue of 
their Rabbins ) placing great conlblation to 
have fuch good company in Perdition. 

But befide all this, they efteem it (b (canda- 
lousa thing for any man to forlakehis Native ^ 
Religion, that even thofe who turn Jews are 
ftillundera Very jealous afpeft , according to 
their own old Proverb: Eetvare ofProfelytesto 
the tenth Generation. Which is alfo the Genius 
of the Moors: for albeit that with a feeming 
Trifmph they receive a Renegado for a Mulul- 
than ^ yet they never repofe in him atty con- 
fiderable Truft , nor look upon him as a pcr- 
fon of any worth or Gallantry. 

As to the n-esx-"-, which (brae reckon among 
the Internal Obftacles of the jfew/ Conyerfion, T 
if thereby be meant their ignorance, eitljer in 
their own Rites, or in evading the Arguments 
trrought againft them 5 thofe that (hall praftife 
them herein, will finde they have arrived to no 
tontemptible knowledge in both 5 there being 
iio Rite of their Religion whereof they have 
not been taught ( according to their Princi- 
ples J a prt)bable Rationale; nor any objeftion 
btbught by Chriftians againft the prefent Ju- 
daifrn, for which they are not furnifhed With 
art Evafion. For the JeWifh Mafters take an 
efoeeial care , and ufe an utmoft diligence , to 

0^3 fee 
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(eetheT^;/*i?>be4bprof)UtidIy inftrufted in the 
Ekmcnts of their Religion, that if may be no 
eafic task to efface the'Chapaders of their firft 
Catechifm, or to pull down the Fortjrefi of E- 
duMtion. And above all, it is in thii poiqt 
highly confiderable,. that the common foit of 
Jews iiVQ bound to acquie(ce in the Judge- 
merit of their Rabbi fjs , to^ whom they make 
their laft appeal, when prelled with Argu- 
. ments too difficult for their own Solution. 
Of which I could produce a numerous Cita- 
tion 3 but 1 fliall content my felf with the 
(ingle inftancc of one Jacob ifra^elBelf^ara^ who 
ivom Hag. 2. 7. being cJearly confuted that 
the time of MeJJlas*s Advent was al^-eady paft, 
. eluded the whole Argument , hy referring 
himfelfto the Sentiments of their Ma(lcrs. 

The next thing which may be reckon d a- 
mongthe grand impedimeatsof the jfenpj'Con- 
verfion, are the Chriftiaas imcharitable DiCr 
lentions and Divifions, which, they fiippofc 
proceedeth from a want qf the V^itj of 
Truth in the Foundation : And which they 
can no way make agreeable to that mutuaf 
peace and affeftian foretold to flourifh among 
the Profeflbrs of the true MeJfiaSy aqd to he 
the Ggnals of his Kingdom, Ifaiab 1 1, 6, 7,&c. 
This I al waies found a ftring continually harp'd 
upon; by the jfcn?x3& one fcoffingly tola me^that 
if he {hould turn Ghriftian, he knew not what 
Sedtobc of ; refledljing Upon the manifold di- 

vifioqs 
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vifions that aire wofuliy hapnecl under the 
general tienomination of Ghriftinn. In tbe 
body., a Tvottnd fS worfe than corruption j the 
former being a. Sotntro/f f>f Conthrtt/ty , the 
later but a difo^der offofne HiDnonr. In Chri^ 
^Uns.,evit manners arc wholly contnidiUioitsof 
the Purity of their Religioff., h»t Schifm hringt 
its Truth into qncftion '■, and is of that wretch- 
ed conjeqiience., that it keeps thofe out that are 
without., and drives thofc out that are vithin. 
hr our ff caking veith different tongues^ will 
maks^ the Atheiji^ as well as Infidel , fay that 

ipearemad. ' ' r-s -^ 

But were the Icandal of our Divilions re-, 
moved, yet the Naughtinefs of on r lives would :f 
become a new hinderance of the "JetPs conver- 
fioii ^ who are vevy greatly fcandalizcd with 
the open, and even, profited, tranfgreflion of 
the third Commandment^ fo apparent in thofe 
Bhfphemics which hellifti rhouthes dart up a- 
gainft God , and thofe horrid Oaths which are 
become ^ with fome, meer Inter jeftiorts of 
Speech^ and with others, Phrafes of Gallantry. 
And that thofe fins which the 'jews feyerely 
puni{h,ftiouid become the Chnlbans Phyfick 
dnd Recreations ; and that we (liould live in 
fo palpable a contradiaiori to onr Vow and Pro- 
wz/e of a deer contrary Carriage. And it 
Was thk Licintioufnef of Cpnverfttion that 
made a ieud 3few (in 5>ii»ttirn'd to Popery) 
magmfiethehappinefs of his change , becaulc

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he had light on a Religion, wherein at once he 
could enjoy Both his Beads aU his Whore 
Rctiedring upon that old SpaniOi Proverb z,« 
quefjtas en U Mi»o,y el Didblo en el Cap) Ho • 
Good words, and wicked works. 

And if this obftacle were alfo taken awav 
and Chnftians would take care to be as re^^ul 
<ff lar as their Religion doth oblige them -, yet 
there wants proper means for the -jem Con- 
verlion, as being vouchfafcd neither pompe- 
tent converf:'.tion,nor Books for that purpofc. 
As to the firft, none I think will deny it high- 
ly requifitein this affair, uniefs fuch as would 
make the Gofpd (like weapon -Salve) to 
work at a diftance, Now we know that in 
our own Nation there is no fuch competent 
tamiharity or civil Society held with the 7f jr/ 
asm any degree of probabihtymay in ordina- 
ry courfe be fufficient for their Converfion. 
For hncc their Expulfion out of E^gUn'H by 
King Edward the Firft, about the year 1290 
the greateft converfation with them has been 
manag;ed by Tradefmen upon the account of 
1 rahck, and fecular purpo(es : as is evident at 
this day. And we have been fo far from en- 
deavouring their converfion to Chriftianity, 
that that which might greatly have encouraged 
It, IS quite taken away. I mean, the Houfeoi 
Converts erefted by our Henry the Third, 
(which he piouOy ihdowed for the mainte^ 
Wanceot poor Jw/cponvefted to Chriftianity, 

where- 
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where every one during their lives was allow- 
ed two pence a day) and appointed by Ed- 
ward the Third for Records to be kept there- 
in, now called the Rorvles. 

Nor hath it fared any better with the Jea>x 
in other Nations than in our own : for fince 
fi-om France they were baniftied by Vhilipfus 
Ptdcher, Anno 1 307: From Spain by Ferdi- 
nand^ Anno 1 492 : From PortHgalhy Emanuel^ 
Anno 1497 : Out of the Kingdom of mplcs 
and Sicily by Charles the Fifth, Anno 1539. 
they have in thele Kingdoms been fo far from 
any enjoyment of that Society requifite to 
make them converts , that they dare not fet a 
foot within their Borders without running ve- 
ry great adventures : as is known to all, ac- 
quainted with the Regiment of thole Coun- 
tries. 'Tis true , in the Jurifdiaion of Avig- 
non^ (the Popes State) the 'jeivs are admit- 
ted ; And they are very numerous, in Rome^ 
Venice , Legorn, &c. ( not to fpeak of their 
Toleration in Germany, Bohemia, Polonia^Li- 
tuania, RujfiaO yet they are fo little invited 
to Chriftianity, that they meet with no (mall 
motives to the contrary. For in the Papal 
Dominions no >w can be admitted to Baptilm 
till he has renounced the World , tH|t is , till 
heconfefs all the Eftate gotten in Jtidkifin was 
iU eotten, and that he doth and ought to le- 
noudceit, and:ieave it to theChurch. And 
it is but cold comfort to a 7e»,fo notorioully 
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Jf his beloved Ma^^o^, and to dcveft him 

tutton into Chriftianity 5 without any con- 
venient proyifioti for his future fubfiftcnce 
unlefs he w,U betake himfdf to a CloyfterT ; 
kmdeof hfe very unple^fiiig to the >«,' % 
Wary tothe defigne of 4ture, wS {„: 
tended man for Society, and each to be helpful 

ty IS a trade wh.ch they never finde commcnd- 

fcounfeUed by their renowned Anceftors , who

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(hat many learned Treaties have been com»> 
piled upon this Theme ^ yet they have either 
been pen'd in Languages unknown to moft of 
J:his aniiettt feople, or iri a Method exceeding 
the generality of their capacities, or, no means 
have been uftd testing fiich Books to their 
perufal. And what is herein not the leafl: con- 
fiderabIe,Traas agaiqft Judaifm, or rather for 
Chriftiariity, havejbeen compofed by Bookifh 
and Retired perfQns, who undertook the con- 
futation of (iich Jewifti Tenets , as the coiu-ft 
of their Studies beft inabjed them to encounter. 
And others have fpent much o'yl and time in 
demolifhinga fortrels which m'ofl: of theK'loderri 
jfw/ never undertook to defend^ An inftance 
whereof, I found in a learned Difcourfe con- 
cerning Chrijl's KefutrcUion^ in which the Au- 
thor excellently confuting that Calumny of 
. the Difcjples fieaUng^dway their Mafler while 
the Gnari Jlept ; The Jevps^ with whom I dif- 
courfed this Article, profefled a deep filence 
thereirl,and that they medled no further with 
Qur /llelffaSf than to bring hini to the Croft 5 
not beingataIlconcern!d for what hapned af- 
terward. So that all the'Arguments bi-oughtr 
tp vindicate Chrifts Rerurreaipn frpm the 
Jeirx belying theDifciples iQcoilvcying 4way 
tecretly the Body of th^r BielTed'Mafter, 
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lame fiibjeft 5 but fo far from any likelihood to 
confute the obftinacie of the Jewf^ that there 
is a greater probability they may add to its 
confirmation. For the Books ( I (peak of) 
ate ftufFed with fiich ridiculous and irrational 
Miracles, that in reading of them the jFe»?/ 
take no Imall contentment, as being fo (iibler- 
vient to their purpofcs of fpeaking evil of the 
Chriftian Faith, which they hope cannot long 
ftand, while they imagine it is fupported by 
fuch frail and chimerical buttrelfes. And be- 
lidcs all this, the Jews have ever been as dili- 
gent to deteft, as the Fryars to contrive their 
nftitious Miracles. And what is herein truely 
deplorable, Chriftianity has the hard fate to be 
weighed in thefe Scales , and ail its Sacred 
Truths to be rejcfted for a few Monkifli trum- 
peries. For I have heard fbme •maligning 
Jews urging the brainlefi conceits of the Spa- 
hifti Fryars ( who of all others feem herein the 
moft Hypocondricaal) for the principles of 
Chriftianity 5 which they are the more ready 
to believe, as finding it advantageous to their 
defigne^ and that the Books wherein they oc- 
cur are of no (urreptitious EdiUon^but Perm/- 
fHSupefiorum^^xxA allowed of by that Church, 
which calls herfclf theC4^A(?//r4 

What I now fpc^k of, refpeds theObftacles 
of the converfibn of thofejfeir/ wlio converfc 
with the RommifikzxiA live even in Rome it 
fclf : TOcre tam^Monks turn Jejp/, than Jews 
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Monks 5 as all Ages have obferved. And in- 
deed , through all the Papal Countries there is 
but little probability to make the Jews havea- 
ny goodwill for Chriftianity, if we confider 
the manifold offences apparently arifingfrora 
the whole Oeconomy of their Publick Wor- 
ftiip and Doftrine, of which I ftiall for brevity 
lake give inftancesonely in the Vows and Pray- 
ers mad^ to Saints and Angels, which the Jews 
in all Ages have efteem'd a duty peculiar unto 
God. And they obfervetoo , that more De- 
votions are made to the Virgin , whom all 
Chriftians acknowledge to be but a Creature, 
than to Chrift, who by all Orthodox Chriftians 
IS believed to be God. But that which of all 
other yields greateft matter of Scandal to the 
Jews^ is the worftiipingof Images, for which 
both the Hebrew and Muhumedan lay Idolaf rie 
to their charge ; from which nought is left to 
defend,them but an unintelligible diftinftion of 
t^-KH± and x*v*, and of a final and Inftrumental 
intention in Worftiip. At which the Jewhzs 
no fmall occafion to be Scandalized, when they 
confider that yet the Sun never rofe upon a 
Nation that was £0 blockifti, as to make a 
Stock or a Stone the Find ObjeS of their 
WorJInp 5 but looked upon their SimuUchr^ 
as thereprefentations of iome abfent Divinity, 
or thipgs wherein the Divine Power did (bme- 
timefsiohajbit, a^ad by his vertue work Miracles, 
?vea 3^ the P^pifls opine the B. Lady in infi- 
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hite places of Chriftendom^ doth ia her rma-' 
ges. And whatever apprehenfions and di- 
ftindions thefe venturous Votaries of the R^- 
man Church mdy be furniOied with, to five 
them from idolatry^ when they fall down be- 
fore their Images 5 yet feeing they ufe therein 
all the circumftances appointed and fitting to 
wait upon the imrnediate Addrcffes which are 
riiade unto Cod , the jferf^/ can perceive no- 
thing vifibly fit to vindicate the S^trvice from 
being thought Idolatrous. For,as to the mental 
afFeftion, (o much (poken of, it Hes altogether 
hid to the lieholcUlr^ and no Ie(s perhaps to the 
Blunt and undiftiriguiftiing Wits of the Vulgar, 
who therein arc concern d. It wouldbe a mat- 
ter of no great difficulty to enlarge the in- 
rtanceto many particulars of the Roman Do- 
drine, whereat the "jews ( in no mean degree ) 
are daily Sc.mdaliied, as may be exemplified in 
their TranfLbfrahtiatioll^Where thejfen?jare told 
Jliejfias to be comprehended under the appear- 
ances of a Wafer 5 which is a thing to them (b 
ejgregiouHy offenfive, that they fpit at its men- 
tioning. Tho(e that have met with the Aoman 
Catechilra, obfervethe fecotid Commandment 
to be wanting, and the tenth to be do vetl into 
two, to keep up the Decalogue. Now all 
thefe thiags,and many more, are of lb much thd 
greater Scandal and indignity,':as being believ- 
ed by the "jews to be the Univerfal Tenets of 
dhriftknii artd that Chrifts (pretended) 
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A^icar doth herein follow the Footftcps of his 
: Jliafter. 

Diicouffing once with an Italian 'jew con- 
, cerning the Conditions of Rome^ ( where he 
had long dwelt ) he began with great affu- 
^ance to tell nie, That at Ro^e great wonders 
were .to beloen, as, a Man thatco.uld make his 
Ood , make and unmake Sins at his pleafure: 
and fo run inveighing againft the filthy and uq- 
^allowcd Convecfitions of the principal Ro^ 
man Clergy f clofing up his Difcourie with a 
deep proteftation,That if he were a Chriftiap, 
the vices and Doftrinesof Italy would (trong- 
ly tempt him to difown that Name, 

Aod what in the laft place is not the leaft 
cottijderable, even at thofe Sermons in Italy ^ =ff 
to which the jf^n?/ are bound to refbrt , Jittle 
or nothing is to be heard diretUy tending to 
,the lubverfion of thofe points, wherein they 
place their ftrcmgeft Sauftuary; But ohitev^ 
m.^ by the by, the Preacher Rallies out into » 
numerous inveftive againft their obftiqate itt- 
-fidelity, without laying down fiich plain ArgU"- 
,pent»,as may rationally move them to for&ke 
vit. And if herein there were no fault, yet as 
iong as the 'jevfs ( coming to the Chriftian Ser- 
moqsj flj^U fee .the Prieacfier begin his.Dii^ 
courfe with an Ave Maria^ ( which is a gencr 
ral cuftom with the Papifts ) and frequently 
to dircft his Speech and Prayer to the B. Vir- 
gin, and the little (Wooden J Cr»f//Kr which 
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ftaads on the Pulpit by him i to call that /- 
f»age his Lord and Saviour, to Kneel down to 
it, to Embrace and Kift it, to Weep over it, 
and after all perhaps tocaft it to the Ground, 
C to let the'people lee they meant not there 
to terminate their Worfliip) the very fight 
hereof doth as much induce the Jews to hate 
Chriftianity, asanyreafon can be alledged to 
perfwadethem to love and Embrace it. 

Thefc are the Terms, in which the Jewf 
(withwhomlhaveconverfed) doftand, who 
above all that has been (aid, derive the greatcft 
bbftnlftion of their Converfion from their 
own obftinacy ^ being not moie Icandalizcd, 
than ftifheckt^ nor lefs untradablc within, 
than offended without ; And as proud of 
their opinions, as they are defpifed for them. 
Glorying in their Anceftors and Founder ^ in 
Gods Temple, and Oracles, peculiar protoifes, 
and Prerogatives, long continuance ' in Ho- 
nour and Profperifey 5 and indefatigable in their 
Expeftation of being Triutrtphadtly recolle- 
ded, and Viftoriourty to Reign^ over the Edo- 
mitis^ when the pnomifeof thett JlieJIpat fhall 
be perform'd , which has ( as they fay )fo 
]oi^ beyond the appcHQted time been priltra- 
^ed, by f eafon of their omVmpfirthifte/. 
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Summary Disgoursk 

Concerning the 

Jewifli TALMUD, 
MlSJ^Jdc gEMA'RA. 

HAving in the former part of the Ante* 
cedent Difcourfe obfcrved, That there 
are no]tvJS to be met »ith who adhere to the 
Old Bible without talmud-Hraditions 5I thought 
it would be disagreeable neither to the Rea^r^ 
nor the Subjeft, to give a fuccinft account 
of the Talmud^ Mifna^ and Gemara , in order 
to facilitate the meaning of the Traditions 
above-mentioned. 

And waving all Critical referchex into the 
wprd Talmud ( which makes to great a ^oife =^ 
in the World ) it may foffice toobferve , that 
by a fort oJF Metonymy , it fignifies the Moo\^ 
containing the main Doftrines of the Jtws^ 
which by way oi Eminence is called the TuA 
mud or DoBrinaL So that the word Talmud 
may as well beufed for aSyftem of Chriftian, 
as JewiCh Doftrines*^ for any thing therein to 
the contrary. 

The two Talmnds ( of which hereafter ) 
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are according to Mr. Selden^ the Parldefts of 
^ the jfeiTilSacred and Civil Laws ^ and they are 
generally received of the prefent Hebrews for 
the OfflRt^ Body of their Learning, and Stan- 
dard by which the whole Mraelitick Nation is 
to regulate both their Converfation and Do- 
^rinc.; . hpd there peeds np other Teftimonie 
of their great eftecm hereof, than the RRs 
fr^qi^nt ufingit in the proof and Confirma^ 
tion of their Tenets. For it is very obferva- 
ble, that the Talmud is oftencr brought in Via- 
.dicatioii of ;their Religion , than Aiofes^ the 
^ ^>PrOph€ts, and Holy Writings: Infbmuch that 
they niake //,and not the Old Mible^ the Touch- 
ftoneOf^^^^ JEloiarine, and that i^to which 
they refolve the Pecifion of all their fOafer. 
Nor are they^ herein greatly bUmeable, feeing 
they ^flreeoi the T4lmud of equal Authority 
.with the Canonical Scriptures, and no more 
inferiour thereunto, th^n a Law given by word 
of qaouth is jQoae in Writing* For the Jerx>s 
holdthpi!?is a twofold Law, whiph they are 
boi|ndt<> obdiery^; the one wrrtten,whiph i? corj- 
taiqed m t,l^t five Books of Mofes 5 the qther 
Qr^^ wljic^ they call the Mifna^ or Traditional 
law Jivhich God gave to Mofe4 at the lame 
f jpjpJhe 4id the othet.5 but dia not commit it 
to^ritiagvbut 1# it to be pje(erve4 and 
prqpagated Qrally^

ful Sagacity, with igrcat affurauce piain|;ain

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that Mofes\ during his abode in the Mouni^ 
could iiot difctra the rime ot Nii^ht from the 
Day, but by the delivery of thefe two Laws: 
That when God gave the Writte>7 Law, he 
knew it was Day ; and that it was Night when 
he gave the Oral. And R. Eliejar ( ns a late 
Author Writes) affirms that JHofes read the 
Scripture by Day, and t4ie Mfna bv Night. 
But this will fcarce found cohgruoully , if ft 
beconfidered that the il/z/w^ was not written, 
and therefore could not be Read, till (bme 
t-houland years after Mofes received it in tb? 
Mount. 

' Arid as to the reafbn why God would not 
-fuffer it to be written, it was fhe profound' My- 
ftcrioufhefi of its Nature (fay the Mafters) 
which to have communicated by writing to 
the Vulgar p6^/>/e, would have been no bt^ttcr 
th^n to ^ive Holy thwgs ntitoDogs^ md to caji 
Pearls before Stpine^ 

Others are of opinion, that Cod forcfeeing 
how the Nations would Tranflcribe the Books 
of the Law, Prophets, and Holy Writings, 
and pervert them to Heretical and Impious 
Doftriitesj lefttl% fliouldtothe like to the 

Mifna or the Second Laro ( for ft) ^sc^e^^w 
fignifies) he would not fufTer it to be com- 
mitted to tetters. 

- And here it may be pardonable to take no- /^ 
* rice of two things 5 iirft> that by the Holy Wri- 7/ 
^^fngs^ wlwch the levps call Cetaphtm^ <:hey un- 
/ : . r ■: ^ ^ derftaad 
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derftand the Books oi Daniel^ Vfalms^ Vro^ 
verbs ^^ohy Canticles^ Rnth^ Lamentations^ Ec- 
clefiajics 5 E%ra , Nehemiah , Chronicles ; and 
that they were Compiled or Colleded by £/- 
dras^ and the Seniors of the Synagogue ^ after 
the ^ews returned from Babylon. Next^ that 
the 'jtros were of old fb cautious of prefer- 
ring their Law fecret to thetnfelves, that they 
would not fuffcr it to be Tranflated into any 
other Language out of their owq* Infomuch 
that in the daies of Ptolemy when the Fente- 
tench was put in Greek by the Jews of Alex^ 
andria^ they iay that as if Cod had been there- 
with difpleafed, there happened three daies of 
dackneft over the whole Earth. And to tc* 
fti.fie their own abhorrence of fo execrable a 
faft , the Jews appointed a (blemp Faft to be 
kept upon the eighth of Te^e/A, asthe immor- 
tal jf(7/^j^A^c4%er hath obferved. But to re- 
turn. 

That ilibyexin^ the Mount did receive from 
God not onely thitWritten L-jn?,butallb a fecret 
Explanation thereof, feems td have been the 
opinion oiQrigen (pfthe tMrd)^ndH/Z^^j^ (of 
the fourth Age») And this Explanation v^ 
fuppofed to have been none other but the Mif- 
na^ or the Oral and Second Law we iK)tv ipieak 
o^ which was preferved as ^e C^W^ of the 
Creation , and of the things happening be- 
fore thjp flood: ^ by Tradition froiq minde to 
minde (to ule Mirgndnla) without Letters,

by word of mouthy For Mofes thus delivered 
it to Aaron '^ and he to his Sens; they to jf^- 
pua ; Jopud to the Elders 5 tho Elders to the 
Tropkets 5 the PropHcts to the Great Synagogue'^ 
and fb it was drnwai down by the Rabbins of 
fucceilive Ages^of whom the: Famous Ramb4it 
iias given an account. 

Atid id this ftate the Ai/fn^ contV.iucd till ^ 
many years after the Nativity of our Blefled 
Saviour ; even till Kabbi Jchuda ( who for his 
Piety was callqd the Sa'ujt^ and tor his lingu- 
lar love to his Nation, ^\\A knowledge in their 
Law, the Prince) perceiving that this Or^/ 
Tradition grewdiiiicult, and that thereby the 
Mifna was in no fmall hazard to be utterly loft 
or grievoudy corrupted, by reafoii of the ex- 
treme dirperfion of his Nation, collefted aU 
the Notes ( taken by the Jex^s to affift their 
Memories ) which contained any thing of the 
Mifn^^ and digcfted them into one Volume, 
which he called the Sepher Mifnaioth^ or the 
Book of Traditiont. And this was no fooner 
compiled, than it gain d fuch credit with the 
Hebrews, as to be publickly taught in their 
Coiledges, and to be made the Catechifm of 
their Youth 5 as in another Difcourfe I have 
obferved. The time when this Syntagm was 
finiflied by Rabbi Jehnda is not certain h b^t 
moftconjedure it was about an hundred and 
twenty years after the Dpftriiftion of the 
Temple, aad near upopthe 190th year of the 
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About ail hundred iind eighty years after 
that Rahhf Je.hfcU had thus compo(ed the 
Mf/ra , one R Jdchafra/; ( who for many 
years had been the Head c^f a Colledgein Pa- 
Icfiine) added to the Mif^ra of Jehicla , his 
' Cemara ^ which together w iih the Aiifisa made 
up the hliemfitlcm'Talmud^ or the DoUrinal o£ 
the Jews who dwelt in the Crtie and Judcu. 
But this was looked upon as iiot fufficient for 
all the Conftitutions andDecifions of theiie- 
brews ( in Captivity and Difperfion) efpeei- 
ally after they were paflTed from under thei?^- 
man to the rerfu\ Empire. And therefore 
one Rabhi Ajfj/^OT 4/e, composed a Second Ce- 
ntar^^ about an h\indred years after the Firft^ 
which being effefted by him when he lived in 
Babylorj^ and for the u(e of the Jcrcs there , it 
with the Mifna was called the Bahylonian Tal- 
mud. And uotwithftantiitKT that the Talmud 
of Hiernfalcm\s ctnifellc-^lby t\\c 'jervf to have 
fewer Myftciious (that is t.tbulous) Stories 
than the Talmud of B.i'.>yitm ^ yet this later 
hath obtaia'd piiblick Hoiiiuir and Belief a- 
, Tnong them : and at this day is imiverfally re- 
ceived as the Authentick Bf)dy of their Law. 
In this Compiletnent the Mifna is as the Text, 
and the Cemara as the Comment •> in which the 
different Opinions of the Ancient Mafters are 
reported and difculs'd, and a final and abiblute 
Decifion thereunto annexed. 

And thus we have feen (in brief) the O- 
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riginal of the Tahtud^ which by way of emi- 
nence is often ftiled the Lavp ; and inditierent- 
ly ufed fir the M/jhu or the Seaotd^ry Law, 
which contains the Traditions of Afofei ^ 
and the Gemara, containing the Difputations 
and Decifions that have been made upon thole 
Traditions 5 though properly I peaking, thefe 
two are conftituent parts of the Talmud. In 
which many pallagcs are in!^. rtcd, which if ta- 
ker! literally, the Jcrcs confds, would look Itke 
the molt idle and Romantick Tales that ever fil- 
led a ageffd. And therefore thev afiigne them 
a fecret^and refcrved interpretation, which,^ 
fay they, fall not under the comprehenfion ot 
Vulgar and Ordinary Capacities. 

But after all this, it muft be granted , that 
fonie Chtiftian Writers undcrftand the lalmud 
to be nothing elfe but a Syftem of the ^.^..^su^ 
or traditions of the JewiiliFdthers^ which It 
granted, can at moft relpeft but one part there- 
of, namely the Mifna. It is trlie that theic 
^V-e.^^» were highly vnliled by the rhanfai- 
rallews, and asmeanlv looked upon by the 
ila^Hccf 5 who pleaded as eagerly for their 
Non-obfervance, as the other did to the con- 
trarie. And the fierce and impetuous conten- 
tion which hapned about thefe 1 radmonsin 
the School of A»tigo»>r, Sothdus, gave name 
and birth to the Pharifevx and Saddnces, m 
firft faftious Seftaries notorious among ^e 
Jem. Jofefh^ fpeaks much of their Emdia- 
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tion and Strife , arid how the sadducef were 
abetted by the Wealthy^ and the Pharifees by 
the Multitude : And that in the end the later- 
lb prevailed with the Topulacie as to have the 
»«V«iej'<ftiT* to be taught for Doftrine, arid to be 
made an Atithcntick luftitution oF theit 
Schools. Of which numerous are laid to have 
been ereftcd purpofely to advance tlie rhai'i- 
fdical Di(cipline. 

Yet it mull here be remarked,that the teach- 
ing of thcfe Traditions did not totally exclude, 
though greatly diminifh the inftruftiori of the 
written Law. For in every Colled ge of the 
tlniverfity of Hierufalem , there were two 
Schools, the one called the ^ibliotheca^ becaufe 
therein they ufcd Books, and taught the Scrip- 
iurdl Law.) the other was called the Jliifna^ or 
Beth i'alnttidfit Houfe of Do&ri»e^hv realbu of 
the Traditions that therein were inftilled. Both 
thefe Schools flourilhed till they were laid de- 
Iblate by Titi^ 5 whole deflation occafioned 
(in great part) the writing of the ^e;>^cr Aiif- 
naioth by K. Juda^ who is faid to have lived 
under the three Antonines , P/jjg-, MarcMS^ and 
Commodui. 

But what in this affair is not the leaft ob(er- 
vablc, there is no expreis notice taken of the 
Talmud , by thofe Fathers who lived in the 
four firft Ages of Chriftianity 5 notwithftand- 
ing they fpoke many things of the Jewifti Tra-^ 
ditiofis. And TeHnilidn ex profejfo writing 
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againft the 'jews^ though. he fpeaks diftindly 
of the Primordial Law given to Adam , and 
of the Law of the two Tables delivered to 
Mofes , yet he makes not the leaft mention 
of the Miftta, or Oral Larv. S. Aiifiin ( of 
the fifth Age ) doth expreily name thisi«/;Tej»«f, 
or Second^Larv, as containing certain Traditi- 
ons of the jfewj, which they wrote not, but 
got by heait, and transfufed them from one to 
another by word of mouth. But the great 
darknels that befcl the Jews Records at the 
beginning of Chriftianity, might be one reafbn 
why the knowledge of the Talmitd came fo 
Jatc to the Chriftian world. And indeed, for 
almoft two Ages after the Talmud was finiChed, 
but little light or certainty is to be met with in 
the Hiftory of the Jews. And as to our part 
of the world, it was not much acquainted with 
the Doftrincs and Records of the HebrewsjixW 
they were expell'd S^/>y<?;/. At which time 
a great part of them came into Europe^ and e- 
Ipecially llttted in Spain ; where applying 
them(elvcs unto Studic, the Rabbins began to 
multiply ,and grow Learned ^ and to illuftratc 
the Talmud with Commentaries, Expofitions, 
and Homilies ; As is to he feeit in the Writings 
of ZacHtk^ Marbinel.GdutX,, Ben Nachman^bLC. 
.(allSpaniavjewjJ butefpecially K. Mofes Ben 
Maimw (born at Corduba, a )d a Student m 
Egfpty whence he was called Mofes Egyptius ) 
who in the 23d .year of /his Age began to com- 
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C&e pieTent ^tate of 

nient upon the Mifaahth , or the Tej^t of the 
talfftud'^ which hfe firiilhed at thiFty. He lived 
feventy years, and during his whrtl^ life was fo 
ftudious in Writing Upon, and inftrufting Reli- 
gion, that to this day it is faid of him ; ho^fi 
Mofes (the Prophet) to Mofes (the Egypian} 
there was never fuch anotherlAoCts, 

The lirft among Chriftians who took>mor6 
folem'n Cognizancp of the rahtud, was jufii- 
hian the Emperour, who about the 551 year 
of Chrift gave Toleration to the Jews to 
read the Sacred Bible in their Synagogue^ 
in the Creek Tongue ^ but utterly prohibited 
them the Reading of the Mifna, as being nei- 
ther ad joyncd to the "Sacred Book/, for deli- 
vered from above to the Prophets •-, but a meer 
invemion of Earthly Men^ who had nothing of 
Heaven in them. As is to be fecn Novella 146. 
Where the Notes upon that Conftitution fay, 
that the Mifna Torah was Compbfed out of 
the Caballifiicks and Anagogicks of the lews^ 
or fome allegorical interpretations, pretended 
to be derived from jlfo/e/ 

When the 'jem were fetled in ttaly and 
France , the Bilhops of Rome began to take 
fevere cognizance of the Talmud. For Pope 
Innocent IV. comtjianded all the Copies there- 
of that could be found in France to be bur- 
ned, becaufe it contained mknifefk Blafphe- 
ntiesagainjiGod.chrifi^ and the Virgin Mary^. 
fnextrifUle abnfis ; trronihut and unheard-if
